ROMANIAN PRESS CITES AID IN LIBERATION OF BUDAPEST

{Text} Bucharest, 13 February 80 [AGERPRES]--Marking 35 years since Bud- 
apest's liberation from the fascist ‘omination, the Romanian newspapers 

of 13 February publish travel notes from Hungary's capital city revealing 
various aspects of the strong economic and social developmen: of this great 
town, the traditions of the Romanian-Hungarian friendship. 


The great boulevards with ancient buildings, the new residential districts-- 
real towns inside the great town--the strong industrial "belt" of the town, 
SCINTEIA shows, are proofs of the dynamic, ebullient and spectacular present 
of Budapest. 


Referring to the contribution the Romanian army made to Budapest liberation 
the same newspaper shows: over almost 4 months, 17 divisions, one air force 
unit, two antiaircraft artillery units, one railway brigade and other units 
totalling over 210,000 people penetrated the enemy lines as far as 200 km, 
towards Budapest and the Czechoslovak border. The Romanian units participa- 
ted in seven great operations and in numerous important battles after which 
1,237 localities, including 14 towns were liberated. All these were kilome- 
ters for which 11,000 Romanian soldiers and officers paid wih their blood 
for freedom to light the places where the Danube embraced the island Mar- 
gareta and washed the stone walls of Gellert Hill. Fighting heroically 
against the enemy, the Romanian troops, in the spirit of the traditional 
humanism of the Romanian peopie, had, over the whole campaign in Hungary, 

an attitude full of care for the life and goods of the civil population as 
well as for the historic and art monuments and cultural establishments. All 
these had a deep resonance in the heart of the Hungarian people, a fact 
mirrored by the Budapest press of that time quoted by the above mentioned 
Romanian newspaper. 


Imbued with history, with a face rejuvenated by the socialist present, Buda- 
pest is not only the symbol of the constructor's vocation of the neighbor and 
friendly people, SCINTEIA stresses, but also an argument for today's genera- 
tions to do everything for eliminating war from the life of mankind, in order 
to devote their strength and creative capabilities to the peaceful work. 




















ROMANIA LIBERA also points to the fact that the Romanian and Hungarian peoples, 
living as neighbors since time immemorial are linked by friendship with old 
and rich traditions. In the years of socialist construction, the Romanian-

AT SCORES U. S. DIPLOMATIC OFFENSIVE IN MIDDLE EAST

[Text] Tirana, February 25 (ATA)--Never before have the U.S. emissaries been 
so numerous in the Middle East than now. The U.S. diplomatic offensive is 
explained, certainly, with the sharpening of the rivalry between the two 
superpowers for domination in this area, with shakings of the positions of 
U.S. imperialism following the events in Iran and with its desire to counter- 
balance Afghanistan's Russian occupation. But, these are precisely the 
reasons that Washington is devoting special attention to the strengthening 
of Israel, zealous defender of the U.S. interests in this area. Of late 
Tel-Aviv was successively visited by the special U.S. presidential envoy, 
Donald MacHenry and the Defence Deputy Secretary McGiffert. The talks they 
conducted with the Zionist chieftains and the plots hatched up against the 
Arab peoples and the Palestinian one in particular were kept in secrecy, but 
the U.S. envoys did not hide the fact that one of the purposes of their 
mission was the further strengthening of Israel. In the meetings with the 
Israeli war minister the Pentagon representative elaborated in details the 
programmes of the U.S. military aid for Israel, in the framework of which 

the supply of 80 aircraft “F-6" will begin. 


The imperialist-Zionist propaganda strives to present these plotting missions 
of the U.S. envoys as missions of peace, as attempts to solve the Middle East 
crisis. But reality shows that under the label of pacifist demagogy, 

U.S. imperialism strives to preserve a turbulent situation in the Middle East 
and to strengthen Israel to suppress the liberation and anti-imperialist 
struggle of the Arab peopi.s. To this “estifies also the fact of the mounting 
of Tel-Aviv's aggressiveness towards Lebanon, the intensification of the 
violence and repression in the occupied Arab territories, the feverish attempts 
for the Judaisation of these -erritories, etc. Therefore, it is becoming 
more and more clear to the Arab peoples which are the true aims of their 
enemies and they are intensifying the struggle in the implementation of 

their legitimate aspirations.

{Text} Tirana, February 22(ATA)--The newspaper ZERI I POPULLIT writes today 
in an article that the U.S. imperialists, the Soviet social-imperialists and 
the Chinese social-imperialists are the new appliers of geopolitics, this 
old hegemonic policy employed by the ideologists of fascism and Nazism to 
justify the expansionist policy and the annexationist wars. 


Following the traces of the German Nazi geopoliticians, their American mates, 
the article points out, are striving to force the small countries to 
“voluntarily” abandon their “economic sovereignty," to “integrate” themselves 
into a single economic community ruled by the U.S.A. Even the so-called 
"Carter Doctrine” is an example of the implementation of geopolitics, stresses 
the article, which mentions on this occasion the policy of pressure and 
blackmail American imperialism is exercising against Iran, the creation of 
“quick intervention forces," the strengthening of the U.S. naval fleets and 
military bases, etc. What is common with the old hegemonic doctrines is 

the “righ.” American imperialism recognized to itself to militarily inter- 
vene in defence of its neocolonialist and hegemonic “vital interests," to 
suppress the liberation and revolutionary movements of the peoples everywhere 
in the world, to violate the sovereignty of the independent countries. etc.

for the "feelings of friendship, good neighbourliness," express their 
“respect for the independence and sovereignty of Iran," etc. 
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On their part, the Iranian people and their leaders have made it clear that 
no illusions should be cherished on the aggressive and expansionist charac- 
ter of the two superpowers, as well as for their actual activity against 
Iran. Life has convinced them that they cannot foster friendship with 

U.S. imperialism and Soviet social-imperialism, which, each for its own 
account, exploiting the "generosity" of the shah, have plundered, on the 
basis of the unequal, neocolonialist agreements the Iranian oil and gas. 
These superpowers are their sworn enemies and they cannot reconcile then- 
selves with the Iranian revolution, with its measures to preserve the 
national riches and to strengthen and safeguard the national sovereignty, 
independence of Iran. This is why they concentrate their aggressive navies, 
marines and divisions on the waters and territorial borders of that country. 
And it is understandable that there can be no friendship under the shadow 
of bayonets, that no friendship can be accepted under the threats of tanks 
and airplane carriers. Proceeding from this reality, Ayatollah Khomeyni 
once again reiterated recently the appeal to the Moslem peoples to continue 
the struggle to compel the USA and the other powers to extradite to Iran 
the criminal shah and its riches. After calling for struggle against the 
superpowers, he stressed that the Iranian people are fighting now against 
them, especially against America, to realize their desires. On his part, 
the president of Iran, Bani-Sadr has declared that Afghanistan was occupied 
and the big Russia showed its teeth. America continues to maintain the 
economic sanctions towards us and the propaganda against our revolution. 
The struggle we are waging against U.S. imperialism is inseparable from 
our struggle against Soviet imperialism. We will not allow to abandon the 
hegemony of a superpower to become the prey of the other. 


ZERI I POPULLIT writes in conclusion: Facts show that *he blackmails and 
threats of the superpowers cannot break the heroic Ir<nian people. Risen 
in the revolution, they will know to give the rebuff to all the pressures 
and threats of the two imperialist superpowers. all their enemies.

They would be directed at mobilizing all forces of the party to achieve the 
best possible results in implementing the program of the 15th CPCZ Congress 
and at developing the struggle to fulfill the demanding tasks of the last 
year of the Sixth Five-Year Plan. 


Implementation of the resolutions from the 12t': session of the CC CPCZ on 
exchange of party cards in the Czechoslovak Communist Party made an important 
contribution to raising the party's capability for action. Joining this 
important internal party political action with the struggle for a more 
effective solution to the social and economic programs of the 15th Congress, 
especially with emphasis on the strategic orientation on the efficiency and 
quality of work in all sectors of the party's operations and society, signifi- 
cantly helped in meeting demanding tasks in 1979; it deepened our knowledge 
of conditions and the way to support them and provided ideas for improving 
the quality of party work in the upcoming period.

CSSR OFFICIALS ON ROLE OF NATIONAL COMMITTEES 
CSR Deputy Premier

“Perspectives for the Development of National Committees"] 


[Text] The resoluticas adopted at the 14th meeting of our party's Central 
Committee are now being adapted to specific, practical conditions of our 
daily life in individual sectors of our society. Party organizations are 
analyzing the work already completed. Their concern is that all its 
positive aspects may find further application and that the difficulties and 
obstacles accompanying their work to this day be gradually eliminated. 


This year the Sixth Five-Year Plan is coming to end. We are on the 
threshold of the months which will be decisive for preparations for the 
Seventh Five-Year Plan. The frequently emphasized demands for higher 
efficiency and better quality of the achieved results appear once again in 
the forefront of our attention together with the changed internal and 
external conditions in our national economic development, and with the need 
to evaluate more comprehensively both our successful achievements and our 
problems, advantages and deficiencies. 


The increasing demands require stricter criteria for the level of perforn- 
ance in production and outside production. It will not be easy to meet 
them, even though we have favorable internal-political conditions which were 
further enhanced by the party card exchange. During the consultations 
preceding that exchange the communists articulated their objectives and 
made their pledges which represent their contribution to a responsible 
implementation of the future development. Their example, which has 
encouraged other working peopie's attitudes, is reflected in the development 
of the initiative of collectives in production and in increased activities 
of organizations of the National Front and of national committees. 


A Responsible Mission 
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It is not incidental that precisely national committees fulfill a vital, 
irreplaceable mission in the implementation of resolutions issued at the 
meeting of the CPCZ Central Committee. This mission stems primarily from 
the enormous authority granted to them in economy and state administration, 
from the cpportunity for a concentrated impact on citizens’ awareness and 
activity, as well as from the duty to continue to expand the participation 
of the working people in our administration. 


In the Czech Socialist Republic alone more than 130,000 deputies are 
actively involved in national committees which have more than 30,000 
employees; from the total number of persons employed in the CSR, nearly one 
fourth work in areas administered by national committees. The observation 
that we encounter their work literally at every step fully corresponds with 
objective reality, as does the realization tested in experience that the 
citizens' satisfaction is the best criterion for the assessment of their 
work. From the beginning of the election campaign specific actions 
implemented the principles which are guiding the activity of national 
committees. The adopted program expressed the indivisible unity of the 
development of initiative, organizational and administrative work, economic 
activity, and deliberate educational impact. Moreover, collective 
cooperation with representative councils has become more intensive, and 
cooperation with the National Front, enterprises, plants and cooperatives 
has been expanded. Even though the demand for thorough implementation of 
the comprehensive development has still not become self-evident in all 
representative councils, the information and above all, the achievement of 
the past years represent a dependable springboard for our successful start 
of this year. 


It is only natural to base the activity of the deputies and functionaries 
on the decisions of our party organs, particularly the tasks contained in 
the document issued by the presidium of the CPCZ Central Committee in April 
1979 and further detailed by our government. The decisive directions for 
the further effort which have been unequivocally stipulated there proceed 
above all from a critical analysis of the heretofore development, from the 
recognition of the successful achievements and of the shortcomings, from 
the demand to apply prudent decisions stemming from the knowledge of the 
issues, from the need to resolve complex problems without delay and to 
develop those contents and forms of our activities that are most 
comprehensible to most of our population. At the same time, however, it 
will be imperative to analyze what has caused the lag in those national 
committees that had failed to achieve even moderate results. 


It is a fact that we chose similar approaches already in the past, but this 
year we demand that the outlined objectives be fulfilled more 
conscientiously, with the awareness of the constantly increasing challenges 
on the organs of our state power and administration. 
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Mutually Beneficial Cooperation 


The experience gained from the cooperation with local plants and enterprises 
may serve as an example. In certain cities and large communities it has 
been productive, creative, mutually beneficial, while in others it is bogged 
down to one-shot forms of help. Yet the tasks are multiplying and the scope 
of the tasks that may be accomplished by the representative councils alone 
is shrinking. At the same time, the demands that conditions be provided for 
the fulfillment of our national economic plan are rising. This calls for 
intensified mutual cooperation in consolidation of responsibility for a 
balanced economic and social progress. 





Practical experience has shown that, for instance, involvement of plants in 
the construction of nursery schools included in Action Z, higher informal 
interest on the part of plant managements in the activity of the deputies, 
participation of economic managers in the proceedings of plenary sessions 
and councils, and cooperation in the implementation of election platforms 
must go hand in hand with the effort on the part of national committees to 
improve the commercial and service network and shopping hours, and to 
resolve the problems in transportation, health services, culture, etc. In 
other words, this means that not only the rights and obligations, but also 
demands and needs must be considered as an indivisible unity. 


A Creative Development of Initiative 


As the meetings of the kraj and okres CPCZ committees also emphasized, the 
control and orientation of the people's activity and initiative will 
require considerable attention. 


Our party appreciates the fruits of such a voluntary effort and work, which 
it regards as an expression of support for the platform of the 15th Congress 
and for the resolutions adopted at individual meetings of the central 
committee. In the past this effort has produced significant values which 
contributed substantially to a better quality of life in our towns and 
villages, as confirmed by the newly equipped nursery schools, day-care 
centers, children's playgrounds, stores, communications, etc. 





Such positive facets of the investment sector in Action Z witness to ample 
opportunities stemming from our citizens’ understanding and assistance in 
satisfying social needs. However, this does not imply that the proposed 
objectives have been successfully achieved everywhere. Thus far, it has 
not become a rule to finish expeditiously the construction projects that 
have been launched; there is little respect for truly economical and 
efficient applications of the invested funds. Even those construction 
projects that do not serve today their planned purpose have been permitted; 
inadequately planned actions are plagued by delays of several years, and 
moreover, there are cases of violations of financial discipline and 
subordination. 


Such shortcomings--and many others could be specifically mentioned-—have 
serious social consequences and are absolutely inexcusable. Organs that 
approved such inadequately planned and incomprehensively assessed projects 
are responsible for this situation. 
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It still applies that Action Z is oriented toward creative application of 
local initiative and toward the solution of pressing problems that cannot 
be postponed, and that it cannot become a way of evading the state plan, 

and to implement unwholesome tendencies of local patviotisum. Therefore, 
this year the scope of newly launched construction projects has been limited 
and all the assistance will focus on s;eedy, superior completion of the most 
vital society-wide actions. 


Naturally, this will demand that the functionaries assess the further 
development of initiative from a more comprehensive point of view. Ample 
opportunities are avai’able in the non-investment sector of Action Z as a 
convincing expression oi our citizens’ concern for their neighborhood, and 
as a broad field of activity for the application of thei: creative ideas. 
The experience fron localities that switched from intermittently announced 
voluntary programs *o continuous sponsorship of green areas, parks, clean- 
liness of the street.., etc., may serve as a good example worthy of following. 


Further Development of Our Communities 


This experience is a convincing proof of the fact that life around us is in 
constant flux and that it produces more complex conditions for our work, 
affects our mutual relations, stimulates inventives, and poses more 
difficult tasks. Often it demands that we take a fresh look at our previous 
activity. 


Our experience prompts us to recognize the fact that problems related to the 
structure of national committees must be appraised more thoroughly precisely 
from those points of view. Therefore, we appreciate that our national 
committees are more thorough in their approach to the solution of the 
serious problem concerning the best adaptation of the performance on the 
part of the state administration to the stage we have achieved in the 
development of the forces of production. 


Although this practice, which is a natural outcome of the level we have 
reached in the building of our socialist society, is in full harmony with 
the law on national committees, its course calls for a deliberate 
orientation. From the very beginning, the organization of larger units 
must be preceded by a clarification of the reasons for taking such steps, 
of their purpose, and of their practical reflection in the form of simpler, 
better and prompter processing of citizens’ affairs. 


the solution to problems of central communities therefore proceeds from the 
dynamism of the economic development and fron the justified needs of our 
citizens, and focuses on an important objective--that the performance of 
the state administration correspond with our society-wide needs. Despite 
the indisputable advantages stemming from the implementation of those 
justified demands, it would be wrong to accelerate this process heedlessly 
without comprehensive, profound knowledge of the general situation and of 
the foreseeable consequences.

Our party organs alone may objectively assess the level of the achievements 
and under their leadership, indispensable political, social and economic 
preconditions must be patiently implemented in their totality. 


Nevertheliss, the changes produced by the solution of such problems in the 
style of adwinistrative and organizational work must be assessed and 
smalyzed already now. Prompt preparation requires that everything that 
needs to be done be thoroughly analyzed, so that the results of the work in 
the new arrangement may be better than before. Understandably, the proposed 
organizational division must correspond not only to the preparation of the 
deputies and functionaries, but also to the activity of citizens’ councils, 
house commissions, house trustees, and so on. 


To Intensify the Educational Effect 


A critical look at the work of national committees shows that a balanced 
development of educational work will require extraordinary concern also in 
the coming period. We cannot be satisfied merely with correct specification 
of our basic goals and with due stipulation of the forms and methods. The 
kind of the effect education introduces and the way it affects the people's 
practical activities are the decisive factors. 


Precisely in central communities, in big cities and housing developments 
those problems demonstrate several idiosyncrases stemming not only from the 
more complex conditions of the citizens’ coexistence and their way of life, 
but also from the character of the tasks that the representative councils 
and their aktivs are solving here. 


Thus far, the task of the citizens’ committees could not be fully coordinated 
with the mission of the sectors of the National Front, and the citizens’ 
participation in activities beneficial to the public has not been expanded 
in accordance with their purpose. Here again it applies that incessant 
explanation of party policies, campaigns for more active participation in 
ite implementation, and thoughtfully organized initiative based on personal 
canvass serve as a basis for every effort. 


This means that the representative councils must be constantly concerned 
with the needs of the people, deal with their suggestions, explain our 
potential and the methods how to overcome the obstacles appearing in our 
way. Wherever the citizens reach the conviction that something is being 
done for them and that we are anxious to remedy the problems aggravating 
their life, they are more willing to offer their help in the implementation 
of further tasks. 


Naturally, preparations for public meetings and cultural-educational 
activities, and activation of the organizations of the National Front, etc., 
must correspond with this essential fact. On the other hand, the enduring 
formalism, evasive answers to specific questions, the effort to disregard 
urgent problems impair the confidence in the work of the representative 
councils and diminish the honest effort of scores of our functionaries. 
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Personal Example vf the Communists 


The experience form the best cities and communities has unequivocally 
confirmed that these and many other problems could be resolved because the 
activity there was consistently based on decisions made by the party organs; 
that the activity was based on exemplary performance and conduct of the 
party members; and that under the leadership of party organizations, the 
focus was on precisely outlined main tasks for the given period. 
Multifaceted activities grew from the unity of views thus achieved, from 
the facts learned and from the resolutions made. 


In this respect, this year, which will demand an essential reexamination of 
our capabilities and strength, will focus not only on the demands that still 
remain unsatisfiei--and it has to be truthfully admitted that we shall have 
neither sufficient means nor energy to achieve many of them, even though we 
recognize their legitimacy--but above all, the principle of strict economic 
management with the meane entrusted to us will be implemented. 


Nzcional committees cannot remain indifferent <o such problems as 
consolidation of subordination and discipline, responsibility and conscient- 
iousness, criticism and self-criticism; we expect that, aware of their 
purpose, they will participate in the solution of such problems to a far 
greater extent. 


New tasks that are facing us presume further, more thorough elaboration of 
the principles of socialist competition. Their criteria may fulfill their 
purpose only if they eliminate uncontrollable indicators, unnecessary 
reports and reviews, and if they reflect more efficiently the qualitative 
level of our activity and our effort to achieve efficiency and to utilize 
fully our local opportunities and resources. In this respect, the pledges 
adopted in honor of the 35th anniversary of the culmination of Czechoslovak 
people's struggle for national liberation, and the liberation of our 
country by the Soviet Arny are excellent harbingers. 


A vital degree of our attention will focus on education, intensification of 
civic initiative, and on creativity of the deputies and functionaries. 


Prompt Preparation for the New Tasks 


This realization will indisputably find its expression also in initial 
consideration of new election programs of the National Front. Successful 
preparations are based on a critical analysis of the results of their 
fulfillment in recent years, which makes it possible to gain deeper 
knowledge of the problems of our cities and communities, and enables the 
enterprises and organizations to participate in the solution of such 
problems. It facilitates objective assessments of the level we have 

reached in the development of socialist democracy. Without such an analysis 
it is not possible to conduct effective ideological education, to stir civic 
initiative in the right direction, and to strengthen comradely relations, 
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because cuch an analysis represents a vital point of departure for the 
fulfillment of the adopted plans. It is our common duty to develop further 
the potential it offers and to apply it more advantageously in every area 
of our activities. 


Naturally, it would be premature to sp 11 o1t every detail of the contents 
and forms of our future objectives; however, even today it is already 
evident that each of the proposed programs must proceed from efficier:, 
plannec satisfaction of local interests in the spirit of society-wide 
opportunities and needs. Careful selecticn of our future deputies and the 
achievements resulting from the involvement of our workers, youth and 
women in our public life will help determine what response will the new 
tasts meet. 


The basis for all the activities of national committees is to win the 
people for an active fulfillment of the party =>licy in local conditions. 
On that principle the national committees are <onsolidating their place in 
our society, increasing their authority, and promoting a harmonious 
development of both the rational and emotional a pects of the personality 
of man who thinks and acts as a socialist. 


This year and the future years will mean a period of demanding work for our 
national committees. From their achievements and from their experience it 
follows unequivocally that in the fulfillment of the tasks entrusted to 
them they are supported by the initiative of the deputies and functionaries, 
by the citizens’ understanding and by the favorable preconditions created 
for their work by our party and state organs.

{Interview with Jan Kralik, member of the Presidium of the West Slovakia 
Kraj Committee of the CPSI and the chairman of the West Slovakia Kraj 
National Committee, by Vlidimir Donner: "Demanding Tasks of National 
Committees in 1980"] 


[Question] National committees are managing their own extensive economy and 
to a wide extent, they affect the development of all of our national 

economy. They, too, are required to develop their entire activity, intensify 
their organizational work, and raise the demands on the performance of the 
enterprises and organizations under their management, as well as on the 

work of deputies, functionaries and workers. This is the task of the day, 
and ite fulfillment is in the interest of each one of us, in the interest of 
the further improvement of our living standard. Comrade chairman, what are 
the main directions in the activity of our national committees for this 

year? 
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[Answer] The national committees in our kraj are faced this year with 
extremely complex tasks whose fulfillment will require first of all more 
intensive political, ideological, organizational and educational activity 
in every place of work. We must work with the awareness that the 
improvement of our living standard and the satisfaction of our people's 
material and spiritual needs depend on the results of the performance of 
each one of us. The urgency and importance of our tasks in this last year 
of the Sixth Five-Year Plan demand that the nativnal committees-—-deputies, 
functionaries and workers--search for new, more efficient forms of 
management and control. 





We must bear in mind at all times that we must focus our work on higher 
efficiency and quality of our products ard work, and on the struggle for 

the achievement of technological progress, on the conservation of every kind 
of raw materials, power and materiais. In cooperation with the organs and 
organizations of the Revolutionary Trade-Union Movement, under the ]eader- 
ship of our party organs and organizations, the activity o. the individuals 
and collectives engaged in production and in non-production must be oriented 
toward improved quality of all work. It is imperative to search for fresh, 
creative ways of cooperation among technicians and manual workers, inventors 
and innovators, and socialist labor brigades. A successful fulfillment of 
the tasks for 1980 hinges on our active and creative work and on a speedier 
elimination of everything that hinders our advancement. 


[Question] The most complex tasks are facing our national committees in 
capital investment where capacities and funds must be concentrated on the 
reduction of the number of unfinished construction projects, so as to 
fulfill the tasks of the Sixth Five-Year Plan in the best possible way. 


[Answer] This year we plan to invest Kcs 3.2 billion in the economy of the 
national committees in our kraj, of which Kcs 1.3 billion in allocated 
capital investment and Kcs 1.9 billion in comprehensive housing 
construction. The enormous challenge of these tasks has been confirmed by 
the fact that we plan to invest in construction projects with budgeted costs 
above Kcs 2 million 37 percent more than in 1979. From the beginning of the 
year we must focus our managing work on advancing the construction of 
essential building projects, primarily the centrally planned ones. We must 
pay special attention to building projects scheduled for completion during 
this year, namely, five basic school buildings, the hospitals in Nove Zamky 
and in Galanta, the water main from Nemsova to Trencin, the sewer syst.m 
and waste water purification station in Vrbove, and 29 additional projects 
for whose completion Kcs 338 million has been budgeted. 


At the same time, 17 large construction projects with total budget costs 
amounting to Kes 423 million will be launched this year in our kraj. The 
construction of the water works on the Danube River necessitated the 
construction of a new school building in Baka, and the transfer of the plant 
of Czechoslovak Automobile Repair Shops in Nove Mesto nad Vahom to the 
department of the Federal Ministry of General Engineering required the 
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construction of a new repair shop in Nitra. The construction of the 
Polyclinic in Trnava, which is about to begin, will improve health care for 
the workers of the atomic power plant in Jaslovske Bohunice. Furthermore, 
the construction of a water supply system for Trnava will start in Dechtice; 
the water supply system for Kemarno will be expanded, a water main from 
Sastin through Straze to Senica and 8 more water-economy projects will be 
built. 


[Question] Comprehensive housing construction whose main task is building 
of housing units and public facilities represents a sensitive area in the 
work of our national committees, because its results affect the well-being 
of our citizens, particularly in housing developments. 


[Answer] This year we plan to finish 14,830 housing units in our kraj, 62 
percent of them built by contractors. Nearly 5,000 enterprise and enter- 
prise-cooperative housing units must be completed in order to stabilize the 
work force. The budgets counts there with a grant of Kes 480 million for 
cooperative housing construction. The construction of housing units now 
under way has created precondition for unhindered completion of housing 
units. Moreover, the construction of 9,170 housing units is about to begin; 
90 percent of them will be built by enterprises of the Ministry of 
Construction of the SSR. Unobstructed launching of the construction of 
housing units will provide preconditions for prompt completion of housing 
units already in the first year of the approaching Seventh Five-Year Plan. 


Extraordinary tasks are facing the construction of public facilities which 
will increase by 50 percent over 1979. In our kraj 122 classrooms in basic 
schools, more than 2,000 places in kindergartens, and more than 9,000 
square meters of sales areas will be completed. 


[Question] Local construction enterprises participate appropriately in the 
development of our kraj. What trend is evident in the increasing tasks of 
the enterprises that constitute a part of the economy of national committees? 


{Answer} Production in basic construction by local construction enterprises 
has been raised this year by 4.5 percent, while the number of workers 
remains the same, which means that the increment in production must be 
balanced by a growth in labor productivity. By the same token, these 
enterprises must prepare themselves for the change in the direction of 
production, with a focus on a higher share of works related to repair, 
maintenance, modernization and reconstruction of housing units. Okres 
national committees directly managing okres construction enterprises must 
improve the orientation of the acitivty on the part of local construction 
enterprises much more decisively, particularly as concerns meeting the 
construction work schedule. Local construction enterprises will complete 
the construction of 900 and beging the construction of 910 housing units 
this year. 
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[Question] Local economy whose objective is a dynamic development of works 
and services to our population has focused its effort on better quality, 
promptness and availability of services provided. Which types of services 
will be developed most expeditiously? 


[Answer] Auto repair services and repairs of durable consumer goods will 
be developed most rapidly. In general, the receipts from the population 
will be up in local economic enterprises by 5.7 percent this year. 
Additional new services, mainly those facilitating housework, must be 
developed particularly in the districts of Bratislava-Suburbs, Dunajska 
Streda, Levice and Topolcany. ~»cal industrial enterprises will supply our 
domestic market this year with products in the value of Kcs 600 million. 
Above all, footwear and furniture production will be increased. 


[Question] Freight and passenger transport affect the continuous development 
of our national economy to a considerable extent. What are the main tasks 

of the kraj-managed enterprise of Czechoslovak Automobile Transportation in 
Bratislava for this year? 


[Answer] The tasks of the frieght service of the Czechoslovak Automobile 
Transportation in Bratislava will increase this year by 6 percent and its 
passenger service by almost 2 percent. Above all, transport of substrates 
for the enterprises of the Ministry of Construction of the SSR will be 
expanded. These tasks are so much more challenging because they must be 
fulfilled while the consumption of fuels must be reduced. From the workers 
of the Czechoslovak Automobile Transportation in Bratislava we expect that 
they intensify their effort for further rationalization by fully utilizing 
their vehicles and trailers, that they raise the rate of full loads, and 
that they distinctly improve general repairs. Material incentives not only 
for the drivers and teamsters, but also for the repairmen, dispatchers and 
technicians must be adapted even more to new conditions. Passenger 
transportation must receive more attention even in the more complex 
situation. Time tables must be kept better and the approach of the 
personnel toward passengers must improve. 


[Question] Our kraj is still one of the areas state-wide with the lowest 
rate of the population supplies with water from public water mains and 
connected with public sewer systems. Do this year's challenging demands 
for the workers in water economy correspond with this statement? 


[Answer] This year West Slovakia's water economy and the sewer system in 
Bratislava will increase the quota of citizens supplied with water from 
public water systems by almost 6 percent, raising their number to 53 
percent. Additional 24,000 citizens in our kraj will be connected to public 
sewer systems, and thus, their quota will increase to 30 percent. In 
addition to important cpaital investment, the workers of the West Slovakia 
Water Economy and Sewage Systems in Bratislava must reduce the loses of 
water in the mains, supply drinking water to the population on a 
preferential basis, accelerate the application of the results of geological 
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research, and participate actively in expert tasks required in the self-help 
water economy construction progran. 


[Question] Comrade chairman, you mentioned self-help construction projects 
of lasting value, which have become a permanent part of the work of our 
national committees under the title of Action Z. What are the cbjectives 
of Action Z for this year? 


[Answer] In the framework of specified capacities in the total amount of 
Kes 344 million, the joint effort in Action Z must be focused on the 
completion as well as substantial acceleration of the construction of 
unfinished buildings. Self-help construction of pre-school facilities has 
still the priority, with an emphasis on joint investments by national 
committees with enterprises, plants and agricultural organizations. The 
approaching 35th anniversary of Czechoslovakia's liberation by the heroic 
Soviet Army is a worthy opportunity for our national committees and 
National Front organizations to launch, in close cooperation, a movement for 
pledges by citizens and collectives concerning their creative work on the 
construction of building projects of lasting value and on the beautification 
program in cities and communities. 


[Question] The role of budgets of our national committees in the 
improvement of efficiency and economy continues to grow. What will be the 
conditions for this year's growth of social consumption, especially in 
health care, education, culture, and social security? 


[Answer] Non-investment outlays for social consumption, amounting to 80 
percent, will be raised by almost 6 percent over 1979. In our kraj we 
adopted the task to register this year 76,300 children in kindergartens, 
thus markedly surpassing the goal stipulated by the 15th CPCZ Congress. At 
the same time, we shall exceed the number of children participating in 
after-school study groups, school lunch programs, and in folk art schools. 
The budget guarantees that as concerns students’ admission to secondary 
vocational and academic schools, and to vocational training programs, the 
tasks for the Sixth Five-Year Plan will be fulfilled. 


Funds in the amount of Kcs 1.9 billion earmarked for health care are 
designated for the implementation and improvement of systematic care for 
workers’ health. The number of physicians’ jobs, particularly in district 
and plant emergency services, will increase. Institutions of social care 
will expand and further improve their social services. Preconditions will 
be provided for an expansion of institutions of nursing care in Senica, 
Hlohovec, Trnava, and other towns. 


We must become more economical when planning certain cultural programs, but 
first of all, we must better utilize our cultural and educational facilities 
for propaganda programs, for widespread amateur art activities, and for 
activities of organizations associated in the National Front. 
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[Question] Comrade chairman, what is hindering a faster progress in the 
work of our national committees? 


[Answer] We see our greatest reserves in managing operations that are not 
always efficient and responsible enough. We must begin 1980 with all the 
positive achievements, and multiply them by specific actions in every place 
of work. We must eliminate the shortcomings more energetically and with an 
emphasis on every worker's responsibility. We must deal sensitively, but 
also on principle, with those who are not equal to their demanding work. 
Workers with great potential must be promoted more daringly. 


I am convinced that in cooperation with the sectors of the National Front, 
under the leadership of our party organs and organizations, the national 
committees will exert their utmost effort in order to fulfill their 
challenging tasks in 1980. Directions for our activities have been outlined 
by the 14th meeting of the CPCZ Central Committee, the meeting of the CPSL 
Central Committee, and the meeting of the West Slovakia CPSL Central 
Committee. In our daily work we must bear in mind the fulfillment of the 
resolutions announced at those meetings. This is in the interest of the 
development of our socialist society, and in the interest of the consoli- 
dation of social and economic securities of our people.

ELEVENTH ANNIVERSARY EVALUATION OF CSSR FEDERATION 
bratislava ROLNICKE NOVINY in Slovak 9 Jan 80 p 5

Federation--Lenin's Solution to the Nationality Question in the CSSR"] 


[Text] The first of January of this year marked the 1lth year since the 
constitutional law on the Czechoslovak federation became valid and which, 
under the leadership of the CPCZ, began its socio-political course. Thus, 
on the basis of consistent Marxist-Leninist principles of the rights of 
nations to self-determination through separation, voluntariness, equal 
rights and socialist internationalism, relations between Czechs and Slovaks 
in the CSSR in matters of states’ rights were definitely settled. 


Before the constitutional law on the Czechoslovak federation had been 

passed and put into effect definite progress had been made in resolving 

the nationality question in Czechoslovakia even in spite of the fact ‘ at 

in the course of the resolution serious errors and deficiencies had occurred 
in the area of states’ rights. Some of the causes for the errors or 
irregularities in solving the nationality question in Czechoslovakia 

were also indicated in "Lessons from the Crisis Development in the Party 

and Society after the 13th CPCZ Congress." Comrade Gustav Husak in 
particular characterized them realistically at the 14th CPCZ Congress in 

his report on operations when, among other things, he stated: "Unprincipled 
approaches to serious problems often complicated party leadership by 
administrative intervention with insensitive attitudes even in solving 
nationality problems, particularly between Czechs and Slovaks. The long- 
range prospect of rapprochement of socialist nations was in Novotny's 
concept distorted into bureaucratic centralism which naturally led to 
warping the equal rights relations among our peoples." 


Efforts of an Economic Nature Only 


The solution of the nationality question in Czechoslovakia was influenced 
by the extremely simplistic notion that the emergence and existence of a 
socialist state as a dictatorship of the proletariat somehow also auto- 
matically took care of the question of nationalities which then resolved 
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itself into reducing this problem complex simply to the so-called Slovak 
question. This in turn reduced itself simply to the economic problem of 
industrializing Slovakia and equalizing the economic and socio-cultural 
level of Slovakia to that of the Czech lands. This meant that the nationality 
problem became an economic one and was being resolved only by economic or 
socio-cultural means or forms. In view of this fact the states’ rights 
aspect and its institutional expression were not in accord with the will 

of the Slovak people nor even with statements in the Constitution of 9 May 
and the Constitution of the CSSR on mutual relations of the Czechs and 
Slovaks on the principle of equality nor even with the SNP [Slovak National 
Uprising] legacy on states' rights in which the states’ rights demand for 
a federated system in the revived Czechoslovak Republic was proclaimed. 


It must, however, be especially emphasized that in spite of shortcomings 

in resolving the nationality question, under the leadership of the CPCZ 
and the fraternal aid of the working class of the Czech people, Slovakia 
achieved notable successes in all areas of economic, political and socio- 
cultural life, which represents a positive aspect of the resolution of the 
nationality question in the CSSR. In this connection, L. Strougal referred 
to the fact that "the structure of national relations in respect to states' 
rights was, however, always lagging more and more behind the level of 
economic and social development. It became necessary to stop underestimating 
this aspect of the solution of the nationality question and overcome any 
manifestations of subjectivisn." 


Adoption of the Constitutional Law 





The Communist Party of Czechoslovakia together with the Communist Party 
of Slovakia and the Slovak National Council, recognizing the errors and 
shortcomings in resolving the question of nationalities in the CSSR and 
also observing and recognizing the example and positive experience of 
resolving the nationality question by means of a socialist federation, 
specifically that of the USSR, decided to reappraise the existing asymetrical 
kind of solution to the nationality question which, in its very essence 
was unsuited to the conditions in Czechoslovakia because it did not give 
both the nations--the Czech and the Slovak--sufficient room for equal 
realization of the rights of the nations to self-determination. On this 
basis the CPCZ decided in 1968 to settle the question of nationalities in 
the CSSR by means of a socialist federation, which was achieved by the 
adoption of the constitutional law on the Czechoslovak federation on 

27 October 1968. 


When the constitutional law on the Czechoslovak federation came into effect 
two national states were formed--the Czech Socialist Republic and the Slovak 
Socialist Republic--which at the same time were united in a higher federative 
body politic--the Czechoslovak socialist federation--the CSSR. 
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Creation of the Czechoslovak socialist federation naturally required 
reorganization of the CSSR political system. On the level of the Czech- 
oslovak federation there arose a new structure of state bodies (federal) 
which represents the federative Czechoslovak socialist statehood, the 
sovereignty of the working people of the entire CSSR as well as the 
sovereignty of the Czech and Slovak nations. On the level of the national 
republics there was also formed a new structure of the highest state 
bodies (CSR and SSR), which represents the national statehood (Czech and 
Slovak) as well as the sovereignty of the Czech and Slovak nations. 


In this connection it must be noted that creation of the Czechoslovak 
federation also called for reorganization of the NF [National Front] of 
the CSSR and its components, with central federal bodies being formed 
on the federal level and central national bodies on the level of the 
national republics. 


Leading Role of the CPCZ 


The constitutional law on the Czechoslovak federation designated the 
principle of a uniform political system for the institutional structures 
of the national republics in basic questions and socialist democracy. On 
this basis there was also set up a similar tri-level structure of national 
committees (kraj national committee, okres national committee and local 
national committee) in both national republics (CSR and SSR). 


The creation of the Czechoslovak federation left intact the leading role 
of the CPCZ in society and in the state which is secured in Article 4 of 
the CSSR Constitution. Similarly, the federative organization of the 

CSSR did not affect the principle of democratic centralism which is secured 
in Article 18 of the CSSR Constitution as the basic structural principle 
of the socialist state. It retained its validity with the provision that, 
contrary to the unitary state, its application in the Czechoslovak federa- 
tion recognizes the division between the federation and the national 
republics. 


It must be particularly emphasized that the leading role of the CPCZ ia 
the Czechoslovak federation acts as an integrating and unifying factor 
and that it is a guarantee of socialist internationalism in practice and 
in the building of a mature socialist society in the CSSR. 


In connection with the adoption of the constitutional law on the Czech- 
oslovak federation a constitutional law on the position of nationalities 
in the CSSR was also adopted which went into effect at the same time 

(1 January 1963}. This law guarantees to all nationalities living in the 
CSSR as our state citizens equal status and universal development as well 
as participation in the management and administration of our state. 


Comrade L. Svoboda highly praised the emergence of the Czechoslovak 
federation when he said: "The federative organization of our country 
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is unquestionably a progressive action in the development of mutual relations 
between our nations and at the same time is an act of historic justice." 


It may be stated that the ll-year functioning of the Czechoslovak federation 
and its mechanism has confirmed in practice that this new form of national 
state organization has proved itself and is viable. This is also proved 

by the results which our society has achieved under the leadership of the 
CPCZ during the period of its existence in all areas of our social and 
political life as well as in the development and rapprochement of our 
peoples and nationalities.

CPSL ORGAN ACCUSES SLOVAK PHILOSOPHER OF UNMARXIST VIEWS 


{Editorial Report AU201448] Bratislava PRAVDA in Slovak on 15 February 1980 
carries a 4,000-word article by Professor Lev Hanzel, doctor of philosophy, 
entitled "Once Again on the Philosophy of ‘Practice.'" Hanzel's article 
represents a “critical analysis" of a paper by the Slovak philosopher T. 
Munz, published in last year's issue No 6 of the periodical FILOZOFIA--a 
publication of the Slovak Academy of Sciences--and dealing with "some 
gnosiological problems of Slovak philosophy in the 60's." 


Having commended the role of FILIZOFIA, “particularly since academician A. 
Siracky became editor in chief," in the struggle against bourgeois philo- 
sophical schools, Hanzel expresses the assumption that "probably out of a 
feeling of safety caused by the successes achieved in the last few years 
and out of confidence in the author" the periodical decided to publish 
Munz's paper, which--according to Hanzel--"contains several incorrect 
assessments and views." 


The following three propositions put forward in Munz's paper are the main 
target of Hanzel's criticism; first, that in the 60's no Slovak philosopher 
was a follower of the "philosophy of practice"--which argues that man hin- 
self shapes reality and that, therefore, "practice cannot be the “riterion 
of truth" (because it does not have an objective existence, independent of 
man). Hanzel calls the theory "a negation of the Marxist-Leninist view." 
Second, that none of the Slovak philosophers of that period rejected the 
Leninist reflection theory [theorie odrazu]. The third proposition of 
Munz Hansel objects to is his assessment of "Marxology"--the study of 
Marxism by philosophers in the capitalist countries--as “an attempt to 
develop Marx's teachings under the present bourgeois social conditions," 
as Munz claims. 


Hanzel argues that "if Munz's assertions were correct, it would be impossi- 
ble to avoid the generalization that, in fact, there was no philosophical 
revisionism in Slovakia in the 60's. We know, however, that it existed." 


Hanzel then goes on to explain in detail his objections to Muns's assess- 
ment of the Slovak philosophy of the 60's. He analyzes various statements 
made then by the philosophers M. Kusy and J. Kocka "who played an important 
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role not only in the theoretical elaboration of the concepts of rightwing 
opportunism and revisionism but also in the efferts for their assertion 
and practical implementation" and calle it “incomprehensible” that Aunz 
refers precisely to their theories when arguing about the Slovak philo- 
sophers' adherence to Marxist views: "There cannot be any doubt that the 
viewpoints of M. Kusy and J. Kocka represent philosophical revisionism. 
Why does not T. Munz use the term?" 


Hanzel is particularly critical of Munz's assessment of "Marxology"--the 
study of Marxism by bourgeois philosophers--as "a development of Marxism 
in the present conditions of capitalist society." He argues that bourgeois 
philosophers study Marxism-Leninism "not to come to understand it but, on 
the contrary, to be able--by referring to ‘genuine’ Marxism as they per- 
ceive it--to fight as effectively as possible against the revolutionary 
theory of the workers movement and against real socialism." According to 
Hanzel "Marxology"--just as "Kremlinology" or Sovietology"--is nothing but 
a “defensive reaction to the successes, victories and the influence of the 
revolutionary workers movement, real socialism and its ideology. Those 
facts should be clear to each Marxist philosopher even if he does not 
specialize in his scientific work in the criticism of bourgeois philosophy." 


In the final part of his article Hanzel views Munz's paper against the back- 
ground of his former work and detects in it "residues of the incorrect views 
T. Munz held in the recent past." He analyzes Munz's book, "The Humanist 
Initiative of Feuerbach's Philosophy," published in 1970, stressing that 

"in the book we find several evaluations of the philosophy of L. Feuerbach 
which substantially differ from the standpoints of the classics of Marxism," 
Hanzel points out that "according to T. Munz the heart, the essence and the 
greatest value of Feuerbach's philosophy consists not in his materialism 
but in his anthropology and humanism" and contrasts this view with the 
assessment of Karl Marx “who highly valued Feuerbach's materialiem but 
criticized his metaphysics, anthropology and especially his idealism in 

his assessment of social phenomena," 





Hanzel also objects to the stress Munz places on Karl Marx's dependence on 
Feuerbach's philosophy saying that “even in bourgeois literature we only 
seldom come across the view held by T. Munz that it is ‘completely wrong' 
to present Marx as a ‘self-made" thinker." He says: "Those views of Munz 
cannot be regarded as scientifically correct Marxist views. Therefore it 
cannot be ruled out but, on the contrary, it must be assumed that the resi- 
dues of those views have in many respects influenced the views presented 
in the paper that we have subjected to a critical analysis in the article." 


The two closing paragraphs sum up Hanzel's objections: "In his scientific- 
research work T. Mung has done a great deal for the understanding of the 
history of the philosephiical past in Slovakia. We assume that he will carry 
on this work. 


“However, it must not be ignored that in many fundamental questions he still 
holds incorrect views and concepts that are in many respects remote from 
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Marxism-Leninism. It is, for instance, impossible to fail to see that 
he only rarely pays attention to the Leninist stage of the development of 
Marxist philosophy. Some ‘indications’ of self-criticism in the paper 
that has been the subject of our analysis could perhaps signal the begin- 


ning of a positive process and the attempt to overcome the shortcomings of 
the past."

["MP"~signed report: "Figures on Tourism; Prague Will Get a New 1,000-bed 
Hotel") 


[Summary] Last year Czechoslovakia was visited by 17.2 million visitors from 
socialist countries and by 1.1 million tourists from nonsocialist countries; 
9.8 million Czechoslovak citizens traveled to socialist countries and 

436,000 to nonsocialist countries. Those figures were presented at yesterday's 
press conference hosted hy Dr M. Svoboda, first deputy chairman of the 
government committee for tourism with foreign countries, and by Eng F. Kouril, 
press secretary of the Federal Government. 


"Most Czechoslovak citizens were interested in trips to Hungary, the GDR 

and Poland and, as far as the nonsocialist countries are concerned, the 

FRG and Austria. The overall review indicates some problems that affected 
last year's tourism, be it the quarantine in our country connected with the 
occurrence of jaundice or the measures of the Romanian authorities concerning 
tourists transiting to Bulgaria. Therefore, a certain decline took place in 
comparison with the year 1:78 both in the overall number of visitors in our 
country and in the number oi Czechoslovak citizens traveling abroad." 


However, Dr Svoboda noted that it would be premature to draw the conclusion 
that the development in this sector of the national economy is negative. 
He said that the number of touris*s arriving in our country is the maximum 
that the border crossing points an‘ the material-technical base of Czechos- 
lovak tourism can absorb. The necessity to provide better services is 
illustrated by the fact that 82 percent of the visitors from the socialist 
countries spend only 1 day in Czechoslovakia, without staying overnight. 
Similar reserves exist with respect to visitors from the nonsocialist 
countries. The Federal Government has, therefore, approved the project of 
a new hotel in Prague providing accommodations for 1,000 people. 





“Answering a question of the MLADA FRONTA correspondent about this year's 
organization of tourists transiting to Bulgaria, Dr Svoboda said that the 
negotiations have not been completed yet but that their completion is 
expected soon. However, it is already clear that the total number of 
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Czechoslovak tourists traveling to Romania this year will again decline 


because the travel agencies are selling tours to other countries and people 
do not want to sturt planning their vacation at the last moment.” 


Dr Svoboda seid that the prices of tours to Bulgaria have increased and 
stressed in context that it is necessary to see to it that the price increases 
do not exceed the improvement of the services provided. That also applies 

to the services provided to foreign tourists in Czechoslovakia. 


“Our citizens’ travels abroad in the future will also depend directly on 

the economic capacity of our national economy, on its ability to earn enough 
foreign currency. The introduction of tours to Greece, Turkey, the PDRY, 
Cyprus and Malta is being contemplated as an addition to the traditional 
areas. Although it will not be a mass affair, it would certainly enrich 

the travel agencies’ offerings."

{Text} Berlin (ADN)—-The Federation of GDR Protestant Churches has 
come out in favor of a concrete contribution of the churches to peace, 
detente, security and disarmament. A statement on the present world 
policy situation says: “The churches must no longer regard and treat 
the work for peace as an occasional task but as one of the most impor- 
tant challenges to their witness and service." 


This document was also approved by the Budapest Conference of the World 
Council of Churches, which includes member churches from socialist 
countries in Europe. 


The GDR church federation advocates the ratification of the SALT II 
accord and an "effective continuation" of the Vienna disarmament talks, 
the implementation of the action program of the 10th UN General Assembly 
of May/June 1978, the “constructive preparation for the Madrid CSCE 
Conference and conduct of it in an atmosphere of frankness and sober- 
mindedness." The statement notes with concern that since the decision 
of the Brussels NATO Council conference about deploying new medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Western Europe, “even the previously achieved results 
of the detente process are seriously threatened." 


The statement continues: 


“As a community of churches that are performing their service at the 
juncture of the two big power blocs in the heart of Europe, the federa- 
tion repeats and reaffirms its conviction, voiced frequently in the past 
few years, that it feels united with many churches of the ecumenical 
community, and that, for the sake of world peace, there exists no 
reasonable alternative to the policy of detente."

CHURCHES’ PEACE REPORTS LAUDED

[Summary] "Talks by Klaus Gysi, GDR Government State Secretary for Church 
Affairs, with the Thueringen Land Church Council of the Evangelical-Lutheran 
Church and with the presidium of its synod were marked by the common respon- 
sibility for peace." 


Richard Gothe, chairman of the Erfurt Bezirk Council, gave a brief review 
of the successful development of the GDR and underscored the need to erect 
an edifice of European security on these laboriously build foundations. 


"State Secretary Klaus Gysi stressed that the socialist state, proceeding 
from the respect for the identity of others, responds to church affairs 
constructively and with understanding and that it is interested in a frank 
atmosphere in the relationship between the state and church, as well as in 
trustful relations and factual solutions. 


"Referring to the 35th anniversary of the liberation from fascism, Klaus Gysi 
pointed out that by that act, the church also was freed from the distortions 
of Christian doctrine." He pointed to the honors accorded priests murdered 
in concentration camps and to the community formed there between Marxists 
and Christians. 


"Broaching the world political situation, the state secretary appreciated the 
increasing commitment of the GDR churches to peace to which particularly 
noteworthy significance is now attached. 


"In his speech, Land Bishop Werner Leich delved into the burning problem of 
preserving peace and into the relationship between the state and the church 
which is continuously being reviewed. ‘At a time filled with sorrows we 

must never accept political news that shuts us off from human sufferings and 
the will of God. From all this results the plea and warning to all those 

bearing political responsibility; tensions in world policy must not be built 
up by breaking off contacts, but they must be lessened by talks.‘ The land 
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bishop stated and added: ‘There can be no preconditions for preserving 
peace that are more important than peace itself. He who weighs the conse-

Land Bishop Leich recalled in this context that the Protestant churches in 
the GDR have repeatedly raised their voices for the preservation of peace.

GDR PRESS ALLEGES FRG PROTECTION OF Na”I CRIMINALS 


({AU171017] [Editorial Report] The GDR dailies on 13 February 1980 on 
their front pages carry extensive reports on a public hearing in East 
Berlin, held on 12 February 1980 by the Committee of Antifascist 
Resistance Fighters, the Association of GDR Lawyers, and by the senate 
of Berlin's Humboldt University. The purpose of the hearing was to 
focus public attention on the fact that former SS Staff Sergeant 
Wolfgang Otto, who figured in the killing of KPD Chairman Ernst 
Thaelmann at Buchenwald on 18 August 1944, now lives a normal life as 

@ retired teacher in Geldern, FRG. Reporting on the "shocking justice 
scandal" in NEUES DEUTSCHLAND, Dr Claus Duemde and Dr Wolfgang 
Spickermann state that the hearing was opened by University Rector 

Prof Helmut Klein and that lawyers Friedrich Karl Kaul, Hermann Rodewald, 
and Carlos Foth submitted authentic evidence against the murderer of 
Thaelmann as well as evidence to the effect that the FRG judiciary has 
ignored all the material for years and is still protecting the killer. 
The authors further report that former Buchenwald Camp inmates described 
fascist brutality, that the historian Prof Walter Wimmer proved that the 
murder of Thaelmann was carried out in the interest of German monopoly 
capital, and they continue: "Prof Erich Buchholz explained how Nazi 
criminals in the FRG in general are being protected from just punishment 
in disrespect for the principles of Nuremberg that are binding under 
international law and even under the FRG Constitution. Prof Werner Paff 
attributed it to the fact that anticommunism determines political and 
daily life in the FRG as in national socialist times." Drs Duemde and 
Spickermann further describe how the experts and witnesses replied to 
the participants’ questions at the hearing and conclude by quoting 

Dr Heinrich Toeplitz, president of the Association of GDR Jurists, as 
saying that “the obligation to try Nazi and war crimes under international 
law springs directly from the UN Charter. He who, like FRG justice, 
leaves murders of antifascist resistance strugglers go unpunished 
infringes on morality and the law." 


NEVES DEUTSCHLAND on page 3 carries unattributed detailed reports on the 
above event with photographs of Ernst Thaelmann and former SS Staff 
Sergeant Wolfgang Otto, as well as of passages from Nazi documents and 
from a letter written by the Nordrhein Westfalen Central Office to 





“Prof Dr Kaul," which notes that Otto's eventual involvement in the 
Thaelmann murder would fall under the statute of limitations. 


East Berlin BERLINER ZEITUNG on 13 February carries on its front page 
a 600-word ADN/BZ report, entitled "Thaelmann's Killer Unpunished in the 
FRG," and on page 3 a detailed 4,500 word report on the hearing with 
summaries of and quotes from the statements of experts and witnesses, 
which ends with a quote from Dr Heinrich Toeplitz's concluding speech: 
"It, therefore, is high time for the FRG to profess its adherence to 
the principles of international law so that the killing of Ernst 
Thaelmann, the murder that can .iever fall under the statute of limita- 
tion, finally will be pumished. Thus.a protective shield against 
massively resurgent neo-Nazism would also be created at the same time. 
On behalf of the victims and of humanity, we request FRG justice to 
prosecute consistently those persons who have committed Nazi and war 
crimes."

[Text] The semiofficial East Berlin journal DEUTSCHE AUSSENPOLITIK [No l, 
1980] has come out with a positive view on the FRG government's China 
policy. In its relations with the PRC, the FRG government had let itself 
be guided by the FRG's special strategic location along the seam between 
the opposing military alliances and by the requirements of its ostpolitik, 
with the Moscow Treaty and the other FRG treaties with socialist states 
likewise having made a difference. Federal Chancellor Schmidt, the 
journal allowed, did not let himself be committed by the Chinese leaders 
to "antidetente attacks against the USSR and the positive changes in 
Europe." Foreign Minister Genscher, however, according to the East Berlin 
journal, at times still lacks the necessary distance from Peking. His 
affirming that there were indications "that China had become an indis- 
pensable factor for the stability and peace in Asia and the world" were 
“mere than a mere kowtow to the Peking leadership's anti-Soviet and anti- 
detente course." 


FRG Policy Viewed Favorably

[Text] From 15 October to 6 November 1979, Hua Guofeng, chairman of the 
CPC Central Committee and prime minister of the PRC State Council, heading 
a Chinese state delegation, visited France, the FRG, Great Britain and 
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Italy. This resulted once again in having international attention shift 
toward the problem of West European-Chinese relations. Special attention 
attaches to the effects caused by the relations between the leading West 
European states and China on detente in Europe and on the nations’ struggle 
for ending the arms race and adopting disamament measures. It has by now 
become the normal thing for states with differing systems and objectives 
to engage in relations, guided by the intention to get along with each 
other in peace. When it comes to developing relations with the PRC, how- 
ever, it is impossible to ignore that its leaders seek to commit their 
partners to positions that jeopardize peace and are hostile to detente 
and urge them into adventurous and anti-Soviet frontline positions. 


The Chinese Leadership's Policy on Western Europe 


At the llth CPC Congress (August 1977), Peking's leadership placed new and 
dangerous emphases on its big power chauvinist course that is principally 
directed against the USSR. By means of its expansionist territorial claims 
against its neighbors, China intends to assert itself as an economically, 
politically and militarily primary great power by the turn of the century. 
The modernization announced for the four areas of industry, agriculture, 
science/technology and military affairs is subordinated to such hegemon- 
istic intentions. China's power ambitions have risky consequences for 
international development because it seeks territorial expansion, focuses 
on escalating tensions and, through acts of aggression, creates hotbeds 

of tension. It is the only great power today that deems a world war un- 
avoidable. . 


For realizing such ambitious goals, Peking pragmatically seeks to derive 
advantages from the international class conflict and from the intra- 
imperialist correlation of forces and to drag the developing countries 
as well as the capitalist states into conspiracies against the socialist 
community, without however renouncing its hegemonial designs, which in 
the long run are also directed against the developing countries and 
capitalist states. In this foreign policy course, special attention is 
given to the West European states, above all to the three leading ones. 


For one thing, the Chinese leaders see in Western Europe a region of the 
capitalist world the states of which are directly confronted with social- 
ist Europe, where China believes it can find points of departure for its 
attempting a political-diplomatic encirclement of the USSR. The ones in 
power in Peking seek to induce the states in that region at least to 
diminish their peaceful coexistence relations with the socialist states, 
and at best to reverse the results of detente and upset and paralyze the 
detente process in Europe, in order to hurt the USSR. 


To attain those goals, Peking is warning the West European states against 
accepting the detente policy, slandering it as appeasement that would only 
make war break out all the sooner and insinuating the USSR is already 
encircling Western Europe from its flanks, cutting it off from strategic 
positions and resources in Africa and the Middle East, and proving itself 
the "chief danger to peace and security." 
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The Chinese leaders are propagating the idea that Europe (Western Europe 
included) is the "focal point" of the worldwide cénflict where the out- 
break of an allegedly unavoidable world war is likely,2 as long as the 
West European states incline toward the socialist states" detente policy. 
There are leaders in Peking who obviously imagine they can by and large 
keep China remote from any zone of military conflict and achieve advanta- 
geous conditions for Peking's hegemonial drives by weakening the socialist 
and capitalist states. 


Secondly, in the PRC's policy Western Europe functions as a region the 
states of which, through NATO and the EC, are meant to contribute visibly, 
through political-military bloc development, to a broad coalition against 
the socialist community of states and play a decisive role in China's 
global anti-Soviet concepts. Stereotypically, the Peking leaders are 
pronoucing a vivid interest in seeing the political and military inte- 
gration of the EC develop even further than what France and Great Britain 
have in mind. Highly political reasons were behind China's accreditation 
of an ambassador to the EC in 1975 and its signing a nonpreferential trade 
agreement with it in April 1978. 


When in May 1978 Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping referred to China as an 
“eastern NATO"? and the unabashed interest the Chinese leaders show in 
cooperating with NATO are matters that amount to their politically and 
ideologically buttressing aggressive designs of that imperialist military 
pact, obtaining a benign and encouraging attitude toward their own ex- 
pansionist activities in Southeast Asia from the West European NATO states 
and countering the socialist community's course of detente by a broad 
front of military-aggressive enemies of detente. 


Third, the Peking leadership deems the West European NATO states and 
their activities in the various arms limitation negotiations with the 
socialist states an important factor that will oppose, through its own 
armaments initiatives, the desire for disarmament of the socialist states 
and European nations, obstruct possible steps toward military detente 
and thereby effectively support China's own armaments strategy. To 
bolster its adventurist hegemonial course, Peking seeks to get hold of 
the most modern military technology and to alter, over the long haul, 
the global military correlation of forces, and mainly its own military 
position, in its own favor, vis-a-vis the socialist as well as imperial- 
ist states. It must be afraid that a worldwide development toward dis- 
armament and military detente would bring to nought its entire political 
concept. 


In the special UN disarmament session in June 1978, Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua came up with the request the United States and, especially, the USSR 
should drastically reduce their nuclear and conventional forces before 
China and the "many small and medium-size countries" could go along with 
such a development. Until then those countries, including the West Euro- 
pean states, should develop their armaments.” The Chinese politician 
granted "Western Europe" a prominent spot in the global mobilization 
against the USSR he wanted. 
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Fourth, the Peking politicians look at Western Europe as a region of 
highly developed industrial states which over long range, within the 
framework of various cooperation relations, can contribute to the 
modernization of China's economy and its military affairs. The PRC 
wants to get out of its economic backwardness and wants to tap its raw 
materials. It also looks, however, at the development of its own economic 
potential, at receiving high-grade industrial equipment and licenses, 

and at the participation of West European firms in Chinese enterprises 
in the relevance all that may have to the strengthening of its armaments 
industry. It is furthermore interested in getting modern weapons systems 
from the leading armaments-producing states in Western Europe. Chinese 
delegations have been appearing more and more since 1978 at the weapons 
exhibits, armaments plants and military training grounds of leading 
West European NATO states to study and explore and contemplate purchases. 


Fifth, in the Chinese leaders’ global calculations Western Europe plays 
the role of a rivalry center that confines the U.S. action radius and 
contributes to an imperialist correlation of forces that could be ex- 
ploited for Chinese power ambitions in Southeast Asia. Even if China 

in its polemics against the "superpowers" has long declared the USSR to 
be its chief enemy and Hua Guofeng has detected "no few matters in common" 
with the United States,® there still is no denying that China considers 
the United States an obstacle for its power drives, but less so the West 
European states. In view of the "fundamental differences" that accord- 
ing to Hua Guofeng still exist with the United States,’ and which remain 
of substantive importance despite the anti-Soviet collusion between 
Peking and Washington, China will take advantage of the rivalry between 
the United States and Western Europe. In this context, the innumerable 
reiterations of a Chinese interest in a strong and united Western Europe 
and Peking's flirting with the EC also certainly have an anti-American 
tendency. 


Sixth and finally, the Chinese leadership looks at the EC in Western 
Europe as a power center which, through its efforts against seeing its 
neocolonialist positions erode and with its struggle against an alliance 
between socialism and the national liberation movement, helps boost 
China‘s big power chauvinist influence on nationally liberated states in 
Africa, the Middle East and Southeast Asia. China seeks attitudes that 

lie in parallel with the neocolonialist course of West European states 
and that are meant to bridge temporarily its divergencies and rivalries 

in the third world on an antisocialist basis. Chinese leaders have called 
the ties established by developing countries in Asia, Africa and the 
Caribbeans with the EC at the first Lome convention "gratifying progress."® 


As China's global concepts indicate, the ones in power in Peking are 
suggesting especially to the three leading West Eurpean states they should 
play the Chinese card in their confrontation with socialist Europe. But 
before Hua Guofeng arrived in the FRG, FRANKFURTER RUNDSCHAU said West 
Europe should avoid "becoming a card in the Chinese game" itself.9 A 
plot with China on an anti-Soviet basis could actually be dangerous for 
Europe and its nations. Long range, it also might hurt basic interests of 
the haute bourgeoisie in Western Europe. 
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FRG-PRC Relations 


Out of consideration for the United States, the FRG was the last of the 
three leading West European states to have established diplomatic rela- 
tions with the PRC. Not until the United States shifted toward collusion 
with China, the FRC likewise paved the way for exchanging ambassadors, 
for which Foreign Minister Scheel made arrangements in Peking on 11 Oc~ 
tober 1972. Semiofficial trade relations had been establisb<d since 1957. 


Bonn was ready to respond to China's vivid interest in the economically 
strongest West European state located along the line of confrontation 
with socialist Europe. Peking’s anti-Soviet conception took due account 
of the FRG's particularly far-reaching ideas of integration in EC develop- 
ment and of the FRG's role as the chief NATO ally of the United States. 
The FRG in turn looks at the vast Chinese territory as a terrain for the 
economic expansion of its monopolies, with their increasing worldwide 
operations, in the Far Eastern region. It also regards the PRC as a 
factor affecting developments within the socialist states, tying up 
Soviet armed forces for the benefit of NATO and harming the development 

of world socialism. By cautiously stimulating China's power drives, 

it seeks to open up elbowroom for maneuvering against the USSR and is 
quite willing to have Peking endorse its own revancnist course of "keeping 
the German question open.” Even at the time that diplomatic relations 
were being established, Forejgn Minister Scheel showed himself gratified 
with the position by the Chiuese government to the effect that the 
"German question" presumably was “unresolved" and the existence of two 
German states, “abnormal."!9 Such illusionary and antidetente standpoints 
have repeatedly been reiterated by both sides, and even during his recent 
visit in the FRG, Hua Guofeng did not miss a bet and once again presented 
his view on it, so that FRG President Carstens found himself induced to 
thank China for its longtime recognition of an alleged “unity of the 
German nation."11 The SPD/FDP administrations have meanwhile let them- 
selves be guided in their relations with the PRC by the FRG's special 
strategic location along the seam between the opposing military alliances 
and the requirements of their ostpolitik, mainly in opposition to the 
USSR and the GDR. The Moscow Treaty and the other FRC treaties with 
socialist states had a great impact in that they curtailed the leeway of 
authoritative forces in Bonn for engaging in their adventurist and anti- 
detente activities. Federal Chancellor Schmidt, having signed the Final 
Act of Helsinki for the FRG in 1975 and paying an official visit to Peking 
in the fall of the same year, did not let himself get committed by the 
Chinese leaders to antidetente attacks against the USSR and the positive 
changes in Europe. And Foreign Minister Genscher emphasized after his 
official meeting in the PRC in 1977: "We shail not become a party to 

the Chinese-Soviet antagoniem."12 


The llth CPC Congress in August 1977, after Mao's death, which promised 


the capitalist states relatively stable prospects by emphasizing the four 
modernizations and a broad opening by China toward the West, induced the 
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FRG, to the extent its economic and political possibilities allowed, to i 
orchestrate the tie-in of the PRC with the other powers in a manner that 

conformed with the interests of Bonn. The FRG intensified its relations 

with that state and sought to make a more effective use of China's weight 

in containing world socialism while at the same time avoiding any substan- 

tive burdens for its relations with the USSR. 


The FRC extended its economic cooperation with the PRC and, in 1978, 

was second only to Japan in its trade with China.13 The establishing of 
a mixed commission for promoting trade relations (1974) and the com- 
mercial and monetary exchange agreement (1975) were followed, in October 
1978, by a scientific-technological cooperation agreement extended also 
to West Berlin. 


Without any reservation, Foreign Minister Genscher backed the Chinese- 
Japanese agreement of 1978, 14 although it contains a so-called anti- 
hegemony clause which is clearly directed against the USSR. The as- 
surance he:gave:te Vice Premier Gu Mu during an official meeting in the 
FRG (May/June 1978) he recognized “in China an indispensable factor for 
the stability and peace in Asia and in the world"!> was likely to be more 
than a mere kowtow before the anti-Soviet and antidetente course of the 
Peking leadership. 


Still, the FRG government under Schmidt refuses to provide China with 
weapons, which is an official government standpoint that was confirmed 

by FRG Defense Minister Apel in February 1979. There are, however, strony 
forces in the FRG seeking to undermine this standpoint dictated though it 
is by realistic considerations. Leading CSU and CDU politicians and 
retired yet influential Bundeswehr generals-~as CDU military expert 
Woerner admitted--are seeking through various contacts with Peking to 
insure a “purposeful deve t of the strategic community of interests 
between NATO and the PRC."1/ The Bavarian Prime Minister Strauss, who 

has already visited Peking several times, is playing a central role in 
these activities. Candidate for the chancellery, he criticized, during 
Hua Guofeng's visit in the FRG, the federal government's position referred 
to on supplying China with arms and indicated that in case he won the 
elections he would change course in an antidetente and pro-Chinese 
direction. 


Worried, FRANKFURTER RUNDSCHAU commented: “The problems of Europe's, 

and thus the FRG's, security cannot be solved by detour via Peking and 

in hostility toward Moscow. That is something candidate for Fke chancel- 
lery Strauss also must think of--whether he wants to or not.” 


Franco-PRC Relations 
France agreed on exchanging ambassadors with China as long ago as on 27 


January 1964, at the time when the Chinese leadership under Mao 4-4 4e- 
parted from socialist policy and broken away from the socialist °¥9 
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of states and was about to compensate for its drastically reduced economic 
relations especially with the USSR by relations with the capitalist states. 


China saw in France a globally functioning and leading West European state 
which, following de Gaulle's conception, had taken the course of leading 
to a “Europe of states” between the great powers USSR and United States, 
from which it promised itself political effects appearing helpful to the 
Chinese hegemonial drive. On the occasion of Hua Guofeng's recent trip 
to Paris, the French haute bourgeois paper LE MONDE picked up this anti- 
Soviet notion and deemed it possible that France, continuing its course 
toward a “European Europe," could prove a “natural partner" or even an 
“objective ally" of the prc.19 


In spite of the dicference in their political conceptions, there did in- 
deed result parallel activities from France's ideas and China's hgemon- 
ial ambitions, which they have sought to make use of in their relations 
and induced both, with all the controversies existing, to develop their 
bilateral relations further. The parallels in their positions are 

shown in their desire to develop their nuclear potentials. 20 Neither 
joined the nuclear test ban treaty (1963) or the nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty (1968). Both, for different motives, want to reserve their options 
for nuclear arms development and are thus placing the responsibility 

for the arms race on the United States and the USSR. 


However, there are also fundamental differences in their political posi- 
tions setting definite limits to China's efforts at anti-Soviet coopera- 
tion with France and affecting their interrelations. While China appears 
as a bitter enemy of the USSR, France has since 1966 moved toward exten- 
sive cooperation with the USSR and has been one of the capitalist states 
to have made a considerable contribution t~ international detente. France 
has always given priority to its cooperation with the USSR over its re- 
lations with China. Today France is facing the important decision to 
buttress its international importance in the process of political detente 
by commensurate support for the international efforts in the field of 
disarmament. France's participation in the Geneva disarmament conference 
and its vivid interest in disarmament problems -re signaling steps in 
that direction. 


There are certain similarities in the positions of France and China vis- 
a-vis the United States. Especially during the 1960's, anti-American 
elements were pronounced in the policy of both states. In 1966, France 
withdrew from NATO, a step that, however, has been modified again in 

that it has woticeably strengthened since the early 1970's its cooperation 
with NATO and the United States. China also mitigated the anti-American 
components of its policy in the 1970's and paved the way for its anti- 
Soviet collusion with the United States and other NATO states. 


In the Franco-PRC relationship, counterpositions by both states against 
the United States have continued to play a certain role, however. 
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Even after the collapse of its colonial empire, France paid much atten- 
tion to developments in the Indochinese countries and sought to widen 
positions of influence it had left there. On the one hand, it looked 
with anxiety and distrust at China's hegemonial drives in that region. 
On the other hand, however, it saw China as a countert eight to USSR 
influence and to the revolut sary people's forces and sought to derive 
its own advantages from the e!fect that had on Chinese policy. In con- 
nection with various developments in Asia and Africa, France and China 
sometimes assume similar positions--if for different motives-—-which was 
reflected, among other things, in that Peking propaganda has backed 
operations by French troops in Africa. 


The political-diplomatic relations between the two states became extremely 
complicated by the end of the 1960's because of the excesses during the 
“cultural revolution" in China, but subsequently they improved again 
gradually. In September 1973, President Pompidou was in China. ‘Yhat 
was the first official visit by a West European chief of state in that 
country, lending expression to relations both sides valued highly. In 
talks held by French Premier Barre in Peking in January 1978 and by 
China's Vice Premier Gu Mu in May that year in Paris it became clear that 
France wanted to take an active part in China's modernizations to re- 
vitalize the partly stagnating and partly retrogressive bilateral 
economic relations. In 1978 France held the sixth place among China's 
capitalist trade partners following Japan, the FRG, Hongkong, the United 
States and Canada.21 


British-PRC Relations 


Great Britain was the first big imperialist power to have recognized the 
PRC. That realistic step was taken on 6 January 1950. It did however not 
lead to normal and peaceful relations because Great Britain in alliance 
with the United States was strongly participating in the confrontation 
policy against the young people's power that was closely cooperating 

with the USSR and the other socialist states and because it was the co- 
sponsor of a system of military pacts also directed against the PRC, 
particularly in SEATO, set up in 1954. London and Peking agreed on 
establishing missions in 1954. 


The increasing anti-Soviet hegemonial course of the Chinese leaders in the 
1960's induced Great Britain, which was improving its relations with the 
USSR and other socialist states, to take a wait-and-see attitude on the 
one hand and cautiously to draw advantages from Peking's anti-Soviet 
positions, on the other. London sought to delimit British spheres of 
interest, among which it counted India, Malaysia and Singapore, and 
mainly Hongkong, from the effects of the Chinese hegemonial course, so 
that China could expand its adventurous course against the USSR without 
any collisions with Great Britain. In 1966 London removed China from 

its “containment” policy which SEATO sought to make prevail vis-a-vis 

the socialist states. When Wilson's Labour government in 1968 

decided to withdraw British forces from “east of Suez," the consideration 
also was that henceforth the PRC would constitute a “potential threat" 

to the ussr.23 
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The first official meeting of ministers of the two states came when 
Deputy Foreign Trade Minister Lu Hsu-Tschang visited Britain in 

March and April 1963. Four years later their political-diplomatic 
relations came under the greatest stress when Chinese "Red Guardists" 
burned down the main building of the British mission in Peking. Both 
sides, however, kept the relations from being broken off. Closer rela- 
tions became possible in the early 1970's, when China started colluding 
with the United States more and more and the conservative Heath govern- 
ment in London started its antidetente liaison with China. In March 1972 
the two states agreed to raise their diplomatic relations onto the 
ambassadorial level. Then the foreign ministers met in Peking in 1972 
and in London in 1973. That was the time when negotiations started on 
supplying the Chinese armed forces with the British Harrier fighter plane.?4 


Great Britain always connected economic interests with its relations to 
China. To use China's "four modernizations" under Hua Guofeng for ex- 
panding British exports, it signed a scientific-technical cooperation 
agreement with China in 1978 and an extensive trade and credit agreement 
in 1979. Since the second half of the 1960's it has been fourth among 
China's trade partners, following Japan, the FRG, and its colony Hongkong, 
but it fell back and was surpassed in 1978 even by France. 


Great Britain has been particularly interested in buttressing the British 
crown colony of Hongkong, where it maintains considerable capital invest- 
ments. With respect to this it meets with Peking's readiness not to 
place that Chinese territory for the time being under its own sovereignty 
in the interest of cooperating with imperialism and using Hongkong as a 
developed commercial link and mediator in that sense. In 1963 Britain 
announced “the status quo should be maintained until a definite solution 
is found."25 According te London's DAILY TELEGRAPH, Hua Guofeng and 
Prime Minister Margret Thatcher also discussed the Hongkong problen. 
Members of the Chinese delegation on that occasion indicated their being 
greetly interested in Great Britain's maintaining its hold on Hongkong 
because the PRC was getting one-third of its foreign exchange revenue 
from its business with Hongkong. 26 


One factor in the British-Chinese relations are London's desires to equip 
China with modern arms. Great Britain remained the only NATO state 
whose Prime Minister--James Callaghan at the time--officially announced 
its readiness to sell arms to China and confirmed that readiness by 
starting negotiations on selling the Harrier plane. That step by the 
Labour government in early 1979 indubitably did not conform with the 
exigencies of detente and the states’ disarmament and peaceful cooperation 
efforts. The Thatcher government, making no bones about wanting to con- 
tinue with these beginnings of military cooperation with Peking, has 
clarified problems concerning the consummation of the Harrier plane deal 
im talking with the Chinese delegation under Hua Guofeng. Once again, 
possibly, a British conservative government is running the risk of 
assuming a position of keeping apart in Europe because of its anti- 
Soviet zeal. 
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Summing Up the Chinese Visit in Western Europe 


Hua Guofeng and his delegation were received by the governments of the 
leading West European states as the representatives of a state which at 

the beginning of the same year had attacked Vietnam as an aggressor to 

put a brake on the revolutionary developments in neighboring Southeast 
Asian countries and weaken the solidary relations between the USSR and 

the peoples fighting for their national dignity. Peking recommended it- 
self to the West European powers as a proponent of an especially aggressive 
anti-Sovietism but by no means could induce their governments to go 

along with everything in the far-reaching ambitions of the Chinese dele- 
gation. 


Chinese offers on intensifying economic relations did attract interest. 
Yet the initial euphoria about very much business in connection with 

the Chinese modernization program has by and large waned in the economic 
circles of West European states. For undertaking its modernizations the 
PRC needs a preparatory phase of several years. Doubts have arisen about 
the realism of the modernization program, the possibilities and means 
available for it and, in long-range terms, the political stability 
required for carrying out such a program. The Chinese delegation signed 
an economic agreement with the FRG and declared its intentions to further 
develop its economic relations with France and Italy. 


In other areas too the states intend to develop their relations. With 

the FRG and Great Britain, agreements were signed for the cultural area. 

A declaration of intention in that regard was worked out with Itaiy. 

And then they signed a consular agreement with the FRG and indicated 

they would develop consular relations with Italy. China and Great Britain 
concluded an agreement on aviation. 


The wish expressed by Foreign Minister Huang Hua in Paris that Western 
Europe should “strengthen its cooperation and defense,"“’ found approval 
among the adherents to West European integration and arms escalation. 

Yet the dangerous thesis of the unavoidability of war was not unanimously 
accepted. TAGESSPIEGEL commented: "China could probably survive an 
atomic war--but Western Europe could not. For Europe, detente policy is 
of an existential character."*8 ‘The Chinese desires for purchasing modern 
weapons in Western Europe failed to produce a reaction in Paris, Bonn and 
Rome. London was the only exception. 


Hua Guofeng during his official speeches found himself induced to tone 
down his usual attacks against the USSR. He evidently had to take into 
consideration that the host governments did not want to hurt their rela- 
tions with the USSR or risk the relaxation achieved and were considering 
further steps in detente. Only in Great Brtain Hua Guofeng could be more 
specific and emphatic with his anti-Soviet positions. He was actually 
encouraged to do so by Mrs Thatcher's Churchill memorial speech in 
Luxembourg in October 1979, which presented a massive calumny of USSR 
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policy. This induced Hua Guofeng to compare Mrs. Thatcher's attitude 
toward the USSR with Churchill's position on the war danger from Hitler 
fascisn. 


All in all, however, Hua Guofeng had to take notice that there are definite 
limits to Peking's anti-Soviet and antidetente solicitations in Western 


Europe.

[Excerpts] Civil defense has become an important component of social life 
and a reliable sector of socialist national defense. Thanks to the coopera- 
tion of hundreds of thousands of citizens, the civil defense tasks for the 
protection of the population, the national economy, the vital institutions 
and cultural values are being fulfilled according to plan. The great 
accomplishments testify to the fact that the legally established rights 

and duties of the citizens to get involved in civil defense are being per- 
ceived ever more clearly. 


Thousands Participated in Training 


During 1979 in training courses within the scope of military instructions 
at the schools, more than 200,000 students were familiarized with civil 
defense tasks. In state organs, enterprises and institutions as well as 
in the cooperatives, many workers have acquired knowledge on correct pro- 
cedures in dangerous situations and in self-aid. Thousands of students, 
both male and female, who for reasons of health are unable to perform mili- 
tary service, have been trained for civil defense. In the enterprises, 
every other brigade competing for the title "Collective of Socialist Work" 
has assumed civil defense tasks. The number of women and girle volunteering 
their services in the command organs and operational forces has also in- 
creased. At present every fourth civil defense member is a woman. 


The increased readiness was demonstraied as early as the first few months 

of 1979, when civil defense members were among the first ranks to alleviate 
the effects of the extreme weather conditions. Recovery, rescue, medical 
and special civil defense forces from enterprises and cooperatives as well 
as citizens from residential areas displayed during exercises in enterprises, 
cities and communities a great willingness to perform and a high level of 
discipline. The preparation and implementation of such exercises do not 
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merely provide new knowledge for the protection of citizens and for train- 
ing. They are moreover especially well suited to imbue all inhabitants 

of the particular localities with the significance of civil defense and to 
promote their readiness to cooperate as a humanitarian and patriotic deed 
for the vital interests of the people and the happy future of all citizens. 
Thus an exercise in the city of Luckenwalde provided an opportunity to test 
the state organs, the parties and mass organizations, the workers in the 
enterprises, in the trade, health and educational institutions and the in- 
habitants in the various residential districts. Thanks to a comprehensive 
community effort, the tasks could be accomplished in an exemplary manner. 
The exercise has also contributed to increasing order and security as well 
as improving protection against catastrophes in the city. Moreover, bridges 
have been constructed or renovated, for the benefit of everyone. Similar 
results were attained during exercises in the cities of Grimmen, Greifswald, 
Frankfurt/Oder and Zwoenitz as well as in communities and enterprises. 


Ensure High Quality and Effectiveness 


The civil defense members and volunteers have made great efforts within 

the socialist competition to increase the quality and effectiveness of 
training. In so doing they have also concentrated on perfecting the train- 
ing facilities, improving the care and maintenance of the entrusted gear 
and equipment and on implementing numerous innovator suggestions. For this 
effort, over 6.5 million volunteer hours were spent by the 30th anniversary 
of the GDR. The civil defense forces were able to create an economic value 
totaling M 27 million. These accomplishments, which increased even further 
by the end of the year, are a good starting point for the tasks to be solved 
in 1980. 


With its decision on guided missiles, NATO has introduced a new round into 
the armaments race. For civil defense, it is important to make proper use 
of the time available for training and to strive for great results. The 
preparation and implementation of exercises provide an opportunity to con- 
vince ever increasing segments of the population of the need for civil de- 
fense and to obtain their active participation. 


The focal point of the competition in civil defense--for which Comrade 
Wilke's formation from Potsdam has given the signal--is thus the increase 
of the quality of training. In the formations, women, men and young people 
are competing to achieve "best" performances and to obtain the title "The 
Best" [person] or "Best Collective." In this manner they are contributing 
to the continued intensification of readiness in every enterprise, every 
city and community, and to the honorable accomplishment of the civil de- 
fense mission in 1980.

WEST GERMAN ANALYSIS: ROLE OF SCHOOL SPORTS IN MILITARY INSTRUCTION

(Text) 1. Preparatory Remark 


On 1 September 1978, military instruction was introduced as a mandatory 
subject in the ninth and tenth grades of the general education secondary 
school.1 Including this subject in the educational and training process 
in schools has sparked heavy protests in East and West. What is frequently 
missed, however, is that there is nothing so new about military training 
of children and youths in general and about military instruction in GDR 
schools. It only has, as G. Helwig correctly put it (1979, p 234*) 
“received a new quality by having been turned into an obligatory subject." 
Military propaganda“ and military education have, after all, long been 
part of the young people's education in the GDR, if not in this compact 

a forn. 


Children and youths are prepared for the "defense of the socialist 
achievements" (Birkner, 1974, p 300) in social organizations like the 

Young Pioneers/FDJ and GST (Society for Sport and Technology), in the 

mass media as well as in children's and youth magazines and in insti- 
tutions of the educational system. Almost all subjects in school have 

to exercise military educational tasks (cf. Birkner, 1974),° with a 

special function attributed in this premilitary training conception to 
8 because of its specific technical potentials (cf. the 1968 Resolution, 
p 16). 








2. The Goals of Military Education Through Instruction in Sports 


In a study entitled "Koerperliche Grundausbildung in der sozialistischen 
Schule" [Basic Physical Training in the Socialist School], published by 
the GDR Academy of Pedagogical Sciences, in a chapter on the demands made 
by the public areas on the physical training and education of school 
youth, the special potentials school sports have for training for 
national defense are stressed (Drenkow/Marschner, 1975, pp 23 f). It 

is in this sense that an emphasis is placed in the sports curriculum 

for grades 11 and 12 (1972, p 5) on that physical capability and the 
striving for performance, health and joie de vivre are marks of the all- 
round developed personality in socialist society and are at the same time 
prerequisites "for youth to meet the demands of school and study, of 
work and national defense" (cf. Sports Curriculum Grades 5 to 10, 1976, 


p 5). 


Including elements of military education in sports instruction is motivated 
much like the introduction of military instruction: by the permanently 
aggressive nature of imperialism and the need to defend the achievements 

of socialism (Authors' Collective, 1973, p 55; Birkner/Jodl, 1976, pp 98 f). 
The tasks in military education sports instruction is to satisfy may be 
defined as follows: (1) The formation of basic political-ideological 
convictions and attitudes; (2) the development of socialist modes of con- 
duct and qualities of will; and (3) fostering physical capabilities with 
special regard to military sports exercises. 


3. The Development of Basic Political-Ideological Convictions and of 
Defense Motivation 


The GDR teaching schedules demand that sports instruction deepen the 
pupils’ patriotic sentiments and convictions so that "the defense of the 
socialist fatherland becomes the patriotic duty of each young citizen" 
(Sports Curriculum Grades 11 and 12, 1972, pp 6 f, cp. Sports Curriculum 
Grades 5 to 10, 1976, pp 52 f£ and p 93). This curriculum requirement aims 
at the formation of a political-moral readiness by school youth to serve 
in the NVA, that is the shaping of socialist defense morale and socialist 
defense motivation (Birkner/Jodl, 1976, pp 102 f; Drenkow/Marschner, 1975, 
pp 63 £; Neugebauer, 1979, p 166). 


To boost their political-ideological consciousness, the pupils are to be 
taught in the spirit of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalisa 

to love their socialist fatherland and the Soviet Union (Authors' Collec~- 
tive, 1973, pp 65 ff). According to Borde (1974, p 220), the task of this 
objective is "fully to use all the potentials in this technical field 

for conveying the basic political--ideological ideas of the workers class" 

in sports instruction. The teacher is given a special function in this. 

A coach should engage in political-ideological indoctrination, provoke the 
pupils into party-minded evaluations of social and sports events and convey 
knowledge in the theory and politics of sports (Birkner/Jodl, 1976, pp 104 f; 
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Borde, 1974a, pp 221 f£; Budzisch, 1976; cp. Brux, 1979). That also includes 
knowledge about the physical and moral demands placed on those who have to 
serve with the NVA (Drenkow/Marschner, 1975, p 75) and about the importance 
of sports and military sports exercises as a preparation for military ser- 
vice (Sports Curriculum Grades 5 to 10, 1976, pp 52 f and p 93; Sports 
Curriculum Grades 11 and 12, 1972, p 38). 


As attested to by the authors of the official textbook, "Methodik des Sport- 
unterrichts" [Methods of Sports Instruction] (Authors’ Collective, 1973, 

p 222), political-ideological training and education holds center stage 

in all pedagogic measures in the GDR, i.e., also in all physical training. 
Sport without political education coming with it is seen merely as a 
neutral process without any positive result (Riebel, 1969, p 254). 


There seem to be discrepancies, however, because of the lack of interest 
by coaches and pupils, between the demands for political-ideological edu- 
cation and the way it is carried out in sports instruction. Empirical 
surveys are lacking about the political profile of t! DR teacher as 
much as about the political consciousness of young p: e in the other 
Germany (cf. Schaefer, 1974, pp 169 ff). It is possible to show, however, 
with a fair degree of certainty that the political-ideological objectives 
and thus the development of defense motivation through sports instruction 
are not brought off to the desired degree. 


Zeuner (1973) made a survey among coaches about the advanced training 
they wanted. Apart from the fact that he got no answers from 41 percent 
of the teachers questioned (N=152), he could not help but observe that 
they evidently were not interested in any political and pedagogic- 
psychological advanced training for themselves and paid insufficient 
attention to the matters of the all-round development of socialist person- 
ality. Including political-ideological education in sports instruction 
likewise seems in no way to meet official demands and desires. Bochmann 
et al (1975), analyzing the word-count frequency in the language of 

the sporcs coaches (N=42) came to the conclusion that of the 117 verbal 
impulses coming from teachers within an hour per average only 17 had 

to do with socialist education and 0.6 with the teaching of knowledge. 
Of the total number of impulses from the teachers, 12 had to do with 
character training, 4 with instilling discipline and order, 0.9 with 
instilling independence, and 0.25 with poli*ical-ideological education. 


An identity of interests between coaches and pupils may be assumed here. 
Neither group is much interested in political~ideological education. 
Surveys on the desired modes of conduct by teachers and coaches of the 
school sports communities (SSG's) from the vantage point of the pupils 
indicated the pupils expect of the teachers, above all, positive social 
and performance characteristics, whereas the political role is a marginal 
quantity when pupils evaluate their teachers’ conduct (inter alia Kessel, 
1969; Klinker/Stopperam, 1970; Meyer, 1974). 
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There also are considerable deficiencies in the sports teachers’ con- 
veying knowledge in the politics, history and sociology of sports 
(Barsch/Schwidtmann, 1975; Bochmann et al, 1975; Brux, 1979, pp 98 ff; 
Riebel, 1969). Thus the pupils do not know much about those subjects, 

as various tests and inquiries have brought out (inter alia Budzisch, 1968; 
Krause, 1970; Krause, 1973). 


4. Instilling Military Discipline and Order 


Another military educational task sports instruction has to carry out is 
the development of socialist modes of conduct and qualities of will. 

Among the socially most valuable attitudes and characteristics are courage, 
tenacity, a strong will, collective thinking and conduct, mobilization 
capability and surpassing one's abilities, eagerness, dedication to per- 
formance, optimism in life, and discipline and order. As a footnote I 
ought to mention that what they assume of sports as such in the GDR isathat 
it actually contributes to the development of the personality qualifica- 
tions referred to. Then there i« «ls0 a problem of transfer which gets no 
critical attention, that is to i«,, the question whether and to what ex- 
tent characteristics acquired in sports are transferable to other areas 
too. 


In the complex of socialist education, the central spot goes to instilling 
discipline. Disciplined conduct is rated as a constitutive element of 
life in the GDR in general, in the school and in school sports (inter alia 
Authors’ Collective, 1973, pp 69 £; Otto, 1974, pp 11 ff). With the de- 
mand for instilling conscious discipline in school the SED combines its 
interests in and hopes for positive effects from the instilling of dis- 
cipline to the work attitude and labor morale, the facility in integrating 
and subordinating oneself within the work and class collective, the 
development of conduct that conforms to norms and of loyal citizens, 
subordinating individual to collective interests and, not last, preparing 
the youth for serving in the NVA. 


Birkner and Jodl (1976, p 105) think that sport instruction implements 
that educational norm in a special way. They proceed from the consider- 
ation that an NVA soldier's most important characteristic is his being 
disciplined, and thus they demand that sport instructions should always 
be organized with a view t«ward training the basics of military discipline 
and order. As a special method they regard for it the forms of order in 
sports instruction. The order and drill commands starting in first grade, 
uniform throughout 211 social organizations, are, not without reason, 
identical with those in the NVA. Among the complex forms of order are 
falling in, forming ranks, turns, forms of march, pivoting and reporting. 
How the forms of order are set up in substance is shown by the example 
below, taken from the sports curriculum for grades 7 and 8 (1976, p 90). 
To prepare coaches for using the forms of order, advanced training is 
given in the NVA. Zesch (1976, p 464) has commented on the outcome of 
such advanced training” "In the view of the NVA comrades and of our 
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colleagues, that was some high-grade advanced training stimulating all 
participants for their further work and once again underscoring the need 
for constantly including forms of order and precise commands in instruc- 
tion."

Some coaches do not seem to care much for the forms of order, however. 
Dickel (1974, p 154) complains “that many colleagues think the ‘military’ 
is superfluous." And after having made spot checks and engaged in 
analytical talks, Zesch (1976, p 463), gave this summary: “Not all coaches 
have as yet understood the whole importance of the forms of order and conm- 
mands for an educationally efficient, rational and effective way of 

giving instruction. Some colleagues, of both sexes, were unsure, in- 
consistent and too soft in enforcing the forms of order and commands." 














The causes for the inadequate didactic-methodical application of forms of 
order in sports instruction, according to the sports scientists and 
educational politicians, are as Zesch (1976, pp 463 f) says, that some 
teachers use them only as penalties and are afraid of becoming unpopular 
with the pupils. Many teachers also are not so sure about issuing con- 
mands and thus tolerate the wrong kind of drill among the pupils without 
correcting it. Another reason probably could be found in that forms of 
order find little interest and are not very popular among coaches and 
pupils alike. 


A pupils’ survey brought out that generally coaches are very popular 
among GDR pupils. More than 80 percent of the pupils questioned (N=102) 
like their coach (Brux, 1979, p 163). Teachers understandably do not 
want to encumber the positive teacher-pupil relationship with military 
drill im instruction. On the other hand, many of the teachers will use 
forms of order, if not in the accurate military fashion then as a chance 
for establishing order and discipline in the grade formation, especially 
before or after sports instruction, particularly because many teachers 
are running into more and more discipline difficulties (Brux, 1979, pp 
152 ff; Otto, 1974, pp 19 ff). Im this fashion then pupils in sports 
training get at least a minimum of the basics in the forms of military 
drill. 


5. Fostering Physical Performance Facilities 


The third defense-educational task of sports instruction lies in developing 
the vhysical capabilities of school youth with special consideration for 
defet.se-sports exercises. 


As Lt Gen S. Weiss (1969, p 900) has said, someone who is physically 
trained finds it easier to hit his target, is more successful in hand-to- 
hand combat and is more apt to meet the norms of combat service (cf. 
Authors' Collective, 1973, p 55). From it, the textbook, "Methodik des 
Sportunterrichts” (Authors' Collective, 1973, p 51) derives the task for 
sports instruction to contribute fully to the “development of the physical 
prerequisites for national defense." That demand is included in the 
sports instruction curricula (Sport Curriculum Grades 5 to 10, 1976, pp 
65, 93 and 104; Sports Curriculum Grades 11 and 12, 1972, pp 12 f). 

Basic drill exercises, including defense sports exercises and competitive 
sports, are regarded as the means through which the young people are 
prepared for their military service. 


The basic exercises aim at improving mobility, strength, endurance, speed, 
dexterity and flexibility and the learning of skills in military mobility. 
Substantively and in their performance standards, they take their clues 
from the upper grades’ test of eight (4) in the NVA, which is held at 
the etart of basic training and tests all soldiers for their physical 
defense capability and performance facility. The basic exercises come 
graded according to age groups to improve their st-ength, skill and

mobility and include climbing and horizontal ladder exercises, pulling up 
on the horizontal bar, bracing from the horizontal, balancing, creeping 
and crawling. For developing endurance, running skill, and strength and 
skill in jumping, crosscountry races under diverse weather conditions, 
cruising exercises and obstacles courses with unexpected obstacles and 
different degrees of diffitulty are among the things that are to be 
carried out. 


To improve projectile force and skill, they are practicing, beginning 
at seventh grade, long-range club throwing within the framework of 
athletics training (5). Starting in eleventh grade, they are adding to 
the club throwing in the basic exercises hand grenades long-range throws 
and target throws from the standing position, from prone position and 
on one’s knees at targets marked at a distance of from 15 to 25 meters 
(Sports Curriculum Grades 11 and 12, 1972, p 13). 


Furthermore, provided the personnel and material conditions are available, 
they also offer judo, boxing and wrestling from ninth grade on, because 
they also are considered important mez for forming determination and 
character and for preparing for NVA «e«: .ce (Sports Curriculum Grades 

1l and 12, 1972, p 33). 


It must be doubted, however, whether yorts instruction can actually ful- 
fill the expectations in terms of physically preparing school youth for 
military service. S. Weiss (1969) reported on performance achievements 
by young NVA recruits in 1967 and 1968. According to that report, circa 
39 percent failed to qualify in the 1,000-meter endurance race, 30 per- 
cent in the 60-meter race, 21 percent could not throw a hand grenade 
farther than 30 meters, and 21 percent could not pull up on the horizontal 
bar. Though those results are now 10 years old, in their general trend 
they are likely to be met with still today. Wuttke/Grossklas (1972), 
Guertler/Kibittel (1975), Birkner/Jodl (1976) and Ruehmann/Grossklas 
(1977) complained unamimously that many young people still do not come 

up to minimum norms or have great difficulties with then. 





On the other hand, a survey of GDR pupils disclosed that most pupils are 
good in sports. Circa 85 percent had received good and excellent grades 
in sports on their last report card, and circa 77 percent thought thena- 
selves they were good or even excellent in sports (Brux, 1979, p 64). 

The reasons for these seeming contradictions may lie in that the active 
interest in sports diminishes with increasing age (inter alia Hennig, 1972, 
p 166; Hennig/Philipp, 1970, p 10; Rostock, 1977, p 128), so that many 
young people are less engaged in sports after graduating from school and 
prior to entering the military service than they were while they were 

still attending school, whereby their physical capability is diminished. 
Furthermore, sports instruction in the GDR clearly comes under the primacy 
of competitive sports which is regarded as a "structure-determining domain" 
(Musiolek), so that because of such competitive sports it is mainly the 
pupil with great promise of performance who receives special help. And 
that also precisely is the reason why advocates of the defense sports idea

like H. Jodl (1973) have asked that young people whose performance is 
not so strong in school sports be given special attention so that they 
can meet the norms of the test of eight and qualify physically for 
military service. 


In summary it may be said that there is a militarization of life in the 
GDR ranging from infancy to retirement which the population would be 
hard put to evade. On the other hand, as has been brought out by ex- 
amples, the certainly high objectives for military education are not 
reached to the extent demanded and hoped for, at least not through sports 
instruction. A reason for introducing military instruction may actually 
also be the insufficient success with that objective in the GDR.

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RFE, RL COMPLAINTS ABOUT INADEQUATE BUDGET SATIRIZED

(Text) It is a common secret that the staffs of Radio Free Europe and 
Radio Liberty feel best in a cold atmosphere. This is simply the climate 
that suits them best, in which they display the best biological activity, 
like some sea creatures that live in the cold and even icy parts of seas 
end oceans. 


The officers of RFE and RL were right, however, in arriving at the con- 
clusion that if their principals from beyond the ocean make millions by 
producing a cold atmosphere, why shouldn't they pick up something for 
themselves. In one word, they caught the wind and in a common effort they 
produced a telegram in three copies, since it is directed to three 
addressees: the White House, the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Senate, 
and the Foreign Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives. The 
content of the telegram, as reported by the AP press agency, is univocal 
and unambiguous: "If we don't get additional funds, the basic activity 
of the station will be endangered." 


It seems they are right in demanding a raise because what is $80.4 million, 
allowed RFE and RL for 1980, compared with $131 billion, earmarked for the 
military spending of the USA for the current year. It is sure, however, 
that the staffs of RFE and RL were additionally upset by the project of 

a new USA military budget for 1981 which foresees an increase to $142.7 
billion. One shouldn't be surprised at their dismay. After all the 
specialists in psychological warfare assure them all the time that they 
are engaged in black, that is dirty, but useful work also for the Pentagon, 
but in exchangeable currency they don't notice it. Besides, they got 
additional and difficult tasks and to carry them out they had to enlist 

a couple of gullahs, who with verses from the Koran would convince the 
Muslim listeners that Mohammed was already a more ardent anti-communist 
than the RPE and RL put together. Still one more unpleasant aspect should 
be added, namely, the news from Washington of relaxing the restrictions 


imposed a few years ago on the espionage agency--CIA, that it would get

full freedom of action. It is not difficult to guess that following this, 
a couple of dollar bags will be open for the disposal of this espionage 
institution. It is known, after all, how expensive it is to murder, for 
example, a president and to put in his chair some dictator, to pay for 
nearly 3000 agents in Africa, not to mention other actions. And according 
to a new doctrine, after all, the vital interests of the USA spread nearly 
over the whole globe and one should predict that it will cause an increase 
in this type of actions. 


Nobody, however, has mentioned up to now giving full freedom and financial 
aid to RFE and RL and that must undoubtedly be a big oversight of the 
bosses. Unfortunately, they have been so busy lately, well for example, 
with matters caused by getting a substantially increased military budget 
and simultaneous freedom of carrying out new military programs. To spend, 
after all, $143 billion from the military budget, not to count the billions 
hidden, for example, in the public works budget, one will have to work 

very hard. An example of this is the case of the MX rocket. In the 
original plans, only $800 million was devoted up to 1981 for this aim. 

And now, until 1986, the Pentagon will have to spend $30 billion for these 
rockets. Additionally, there are goals like, among others, building 17 

new ships, for which $6.41 billion is earmarked, the development of planning 
and construction works for a new CX transport plane. This task is, 
additionally, especially urgent because this plane is to be assigned to 
move the so-called rapid deployment forces. Additionally, $207 million is 
waiting for the construction of two ships which are a cross between a 
tanker and a dock, 20 million for research on laser arms. It can't be 
excluded that soon the production of strategic B-1 bombers that are to be 
equipped with Cruise rockets will begin, since the Pentagon is exploring 
these possibilities, as the daily WASHINGTON POST has reported. 


In one work, hands full of work, and the head--of troubles. And the 
troubles not by any means with the communists but of a family nature, both 
with the allies from NAYO and inside the country. Of course, not counting 
the always reliable and faithful ally, Great Britain, which not only 
maintains the spirit but even incites to still more vigorous activity in 
the sphere of armaments. The others are still hesitant to make the 
decision, spoiling in this way an opinion, about "the unity of actions

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CLOSING SARAJEVO SHOPS DURING MOSLEM HOLIDAYS CRITICIZED 
Belgrade MLADOST in Serbo-Croatian 23 Nov 79 p 6

(Text) According to the number of holidays in the course of a year and the 
length of their observance, our country is among the first in Europe. Yet, 
it appears that this is still not enough... 


How should one explain and understand the fact that during the Islamic holiday 
of Kurban-Bayram the doors of many handicraft, catering and retail stores 
remained closed? We believe that this was the case not only in Sarajevo, 
because according to the religious custom, this phenomenon should be charac- 
teristic of all places and countries where Islamic believers live and work, 

so that the same indicators would be found in these settings as well. More 
precisely, Kurban-Bayram, which lasts 3 days, also requires absence from 

work on the part of the believers, celebration of Allah and his subjects, 
visits to relatives, friends, festivities... 


This year's Kurban-Bayram arrived, together with the month of November, on 
Thursday and took up, give or take, 2 or 3 working days. 


The visitors to the city on the Miljacka and all the uninformed were quite 
surprised by the arbitrarily closed shops, catering facilities, services... 
Unlike them, the people who are familiar with the circumstances are tradi- 
tional witnesses of this religious observance, as well as the fact that it 
is silently approved by authorized organs and forums, regardless of the 
fact that such a gesture surpasses religious boundaries and is gradually 
creeping into work places, schools... 


Just a brief tour of the Bascarsije squares and streets was sufficiently 
convincing of the fact that the life of this cultural-historic gem of Sarajevo 
was totally paralyzed during the days of Kurban-Bayran, 


In Kazandziluk, one of the most popular streets, out of 30 handicraft shops, 
mainly goldemiths and cauldron works, none was open! The doors of same shops 
im Bravedsiluk Street were also locked before the end of the regular work day. 
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Some 15 shops in Bascarsija Square, in the street bearing the same name, 
were closed to visitors and potential customers. A number of handicraft 
premises in Kovaci Street were also locked. 


The celebration did not bypass those employed in the social sector. The 
grocery store at 30a Bascarsija Street, which bears no sign indicating its 
ownership, yet in whose windows one can see labels of Hepok-Komerc-Malopro- 
daja-Sarajevo, was also closed, as was the butcher shop No 35, property of 
the BOAL Bascarsija in the Retail RO /Work Organization/ of UPI-Maloprodaja. 


It is difficult to say what led to a situation where the life of an entire 
quarter of small businesses became almost extinct for one day (and in some 
facilities for 3 days), but it is certain that this was "sponsored" to a 
large extent by the traditionalist relations of noncommunication among local 
end commmal sociopolitical organizations and communities, inspection and 
judicial organs... 


Yet, be this as it may, the fact is that during the first days of November 
great celebrations took place in Sarajevo, while social responsibilities, 
regular and occasional customers, tourists and visitors were forgotten... 


One must not forget that not a small number of workers also remained absent 
from work “because of Bayram," covering their absence by “taking” days off, 
sick leaves, official and personal departures... 


The extent of the damage done to the community from an economic point of 
view, we believe, are very well-known to economic experts, but it is clear 
even to a layman that 1, 2 or 3 days off at a time of struggle to stabilize 
the earnings mean so much, since they take away millions which could have 
been put in cash registers that day. 


At this point, however, the social disadvantage of arbitrary closing of 
stores and work stoppage is much more important, as is the uncontrolled and 
imsolent behavior of individuals who consciously negate and fail to accept 
the responsibilities toward the community to which they have committed then- 
selves voluntarily. 


If on this occasion we did not ask what work inspectors were doing at that 
time, let us remind them that there will be other Bayrams and similar festiv- 
ities, and they should then visit Bascarsija and other streets, squares and 
alleys in Sarajevo because we are sure there will be work oth for them and 
the judges for economic offences. 


They are not the only ones we are reminding, because a broad social action 
requires the interest of all self-managing and political factors, since it is 
not only their right but also their obligation. 


Instead of having responsible people “scratch their heads," we would much 
rather see the irresponsible ones reach into their billfolds.

[Resolution on the Expansion of the Border Zones of Certain Sections of the 
State Frontier] 


{Text} 1. On portions of the federal border with the People's Socialist 
Republic of Albania, the Republic of Greece, the People's Republic of 
Bulgaria, the People's Republic of Hungary, the Republic of Austria and 
the Republic of Italy, the border zones are to be expanded. The line of 
the border zone where it is to be expanded will be as follows: 


A. On the federal border with Albania: 


1) the border zone will run 1,000 meters west of the federal border from 
the mouth of the Bojana River into the Adriatic Sea, across Ada Island, to 
the western bank of the right branch of the Bojana River and then along 
the western bank of the right branch of the Bojana River to the village of 
St. Nikola; ‘ 


2) from border marker A,2 it will run along the path that intersects the 
unnamed island, including the meque of the village of Sukobin, and then 
in a northwesterly direction over the survey markets 96 and 113, and then 
it will reenter the border zone at border marker A,4; 


3) the border zone at Lake Skadar is to be expanded to 250 meters; 


4) from the border marker Aj19/VII it crosses survey marker 1443 and goes 
onward at a depth of 300 meters from the border line, west 300 meters from 
the survey marker 1788, then by the footpath to Kunorski pastureland 
(excluding the pastureland), then 800 meters northwest from the border 

marker Aj24, and then along the footpath to the spring at the Studenica 
pastureland, north to Rikavacka Lake (excluding the lake), then 600 meters 
east of survey mark 1809, by the road to the footpath for Laz Miljanov, to 

a depth of 300 meters from the border line to border marker B6, across 

survey marker 1960 (at Suvi Vrh), then along Vojeva Mountain, Gornje Vode 

and on along the path to a point 500 meters south of Rupe pastureland, across 
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survey mark 1722 and survey marker 1966 (at Siljeva Glava), via Repista and 
along the path that comes out into the border zone at border marker B38; 


5) from border marker B14 it goes 650 meters along the Grear River, then 
along the road to the crossing northwest of survey marker 1068, over Konjski 
Kre and along the footpath across survey mark 1898 and then entering the 
border zone at survey mark 2090 (the border marker); 


6) from border marker B16 the line goes across survey mark 1956 (Cokista) 
and the Kroni Sirma spring, then across survey marks 2110, 2031, 1802 and 
1638, and from border marker B20 at the depth of the border road or path to 
border marker B28, then along the path 900 meters north of the peak of 
Tromedje (survey mark 2366), over Jumicka plocica, survey mark 2302, survey 
marker 2305 (Rasa Zogit) and on south along the path to border marker C>; 


7) from border marker C2/TV (Maja Zez) the line runs along the border road 
and path to Beli Drim River; 


8) from border marker D1O/II the line runs along the border road and path 
to survey marker 765 and then along the border path and road to a point 400 
meters east of survey marker 2092 (Serupa), then over survey markers 1785 
and 2100, survey merker 1719, markers 2251, 2261 and 2044, survey marker 
2305, survey markers 2391 (Kabas), 2002, 1934, 2082, 1863 (Zverinja), 1635, 
1406, and 1745, then survey marker 2238 (Rudina) and on along the stream 
and path 300 meters north of the village of Banjiste and at border marker 
El4 (at Resanski Potok) it enters the border zone; 


9) from border marker £14 (Resanski Potok) it runs to border marker £)/7, 
with the border zone expanded to 200 meters; 


10) from border marker E17 the line goes along the border road and path 
and at border marker £21 (the village of Depiste) it enters the border 
zone; 


ll) from border marker £23 the line goes along survey marks 628 and 958, 
then south along the border road and path via Cukni Kapan, Kalkan, Strizaka, 
survey markers 1973, 2078, 1839 and 1823 (Cirk to Bokara), and then by the 
border road and path to the border crossing at Cafa San. 


12) from the border crossing at Cafa San it goes to the western shore of 
Lake Skadar (border marker 49), with the border zone expanded to 300 meters; 


13) the border zone on Lake Skadar is expanded to 500 meters; 


14) from border marker 7/IV it follows the border road and path via Stara 
Galicica, Tesan Kamen and then to border marker 13 (at Petrov Dol). 


15) from border marker 13 the line goes straight to survey marker 1116, 
then to the shore of Prespansko Lake and to border marker F20, with the 
border zone expanded to 300 meters. 
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B. On the federal border with Greece: 


1) from the mouth of the Sogor River, which empties into Prespansko Lake, 
the line goes along the upper course of the river to the Dupenska guard 
post, then by the horse path and footpath to the spring at Mocart, where it 
turns to the northeast and continues by the horse path to Colakot, cutting

marker 528 and continuing via survey marker 263 to marker 167; 


4) from survey marker 167, the line runs from the right bank of the Vardar 
River, with the border zone expanded to 300 meters; 


5) from survey marker 235 (Er. Dautli), the line goes north to survey marker 
250, then in a straight line onto the horsepath 500 meters northwest of 
border marker 44/II, turning northeast to survey marker 697, then in a 
straight line southeast through Gevgelija to survey marker 404 and coming 
out on the road 500 meters northwest of the Raskrenica guard post; 
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6) from the Raskrsnica guard post to the road leading out of Yugoslavia (at 
the village of Sretenovo) it continues and crosses the Yugoslav-Greek border 
northeast of survey marker 244 by 600 meters, with the border zone expanded to 
300 meters; 


7) from the path (south of survey marker 647 at Catal Cesmi) the line follows 
the stream Orladera via the Cesma Adji well, then east along the border path 
and road to the triple border point where Yugoslavia, Greece and Bulgaria 
meet. 


C. On the federal border with Bulgaria: 


1) north from the triple border point the line comes out 200 meters north 
and goes to survey marker 930, turns northeast and at -order marker 5 enters 
the border zone; 


2) from the border marker 26 (600 meters northwest of the crossing at Novo 
Selo), via Senkovica, survey marker 404, and then out onto the road 300 
meters west of border marker 28, the line turns northeast and comes out at 
survey marker 562, then enters the border zone; 


3) from survey mnrker 1223 (border marker 62), by the Hasan Pasa guard post, 
the line turns an« «vmes out 400 meters west of survey marker 1103 (Kitka), 
then continues northwest via Stud<na Voda, continues 400 meters east of the 
Papornik guard post, then goes straight 300 meters west of survey marker 

1146 (border marker 66), then straight onto the road 450 meters west of survey 
marker 1291 (Obel), continuing along the road to the crossroad, from where 
the border zone is expanded to 300 meters and the line enters the border zone 
at border marker 69; 


4) from survey marker 1179 (Planinica), the line follows the road northwest 
via Cerna Skala and Vlaovec Mala, then turns west to the crossing of the 
roads 250 meters south of the border marker 78, then continues by the road 
and the path and comes out 400 meters south of border marker 79, and 
continuing along that road to survey marker 1043. It then turns northwest 
and comes out 350 meters south of border marker 81, turns southwest and 
passes 350 meters south of survey marker 1190, then turns northwest via 
survey markers 1305 (Strbi Vrv) and survey marker 1387 (Ravno), then enters 
the border zone by the border path west of survey marker 1602 (Siva Kobila); 


5) from survey marker 1580 (Bazdarnica), the line goes northwest via the 
settlement of Sticarci (excluding the houses of the settlement) 250 meters 
east of survey ivarker 1157 and continues straight 300 meters west of the 
Deve Bair guard post, coming out at survey marker 1252 (Velika Kitka), 
where it enters the border zone; 


6) from border marker 291 (Ciker), the line goes northwest via surve; 
marker 1269, survey markers 1315 and 1617, then tucas northeast to survey 
marker 1831 (Crni Vrh) and continuing northwest via survey markers 1742 
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and 1504 (Debeli Rid) to survey marker 1680 (Pregrada) and on to survey 
marker 1433, then via survey markers 1534 and 1255 north to survey marker 1325 
(Sirovistica) to survey marker 1431 and via marker 1660 northeast 750 meters 
west of marker 1963 (Koprena), coming out onto the horsepath and continuing 
northwest along the path to the spring west of the Tri Ceke peak. Next the 
line turns west 850 meters to the footpath and continues along the footpath 
then turns northwest along the horsepath 250 meters south of survey marker 
1912 and continues west to the stream Strmoljski Do, following the stream 
to its mouth into the Javor River and going up the Javor River via survey 
markers 891, 1016 and 1430 to the horsepath on Dugi Bio. It then follows 
the horsepath to Tri Kladenca and on straight over survey marker 1494 
(Mirica), survey markers 1363 and 1305, to the path crossing 700 meters 

east of survey marker 1335 (Ravno Bucje), and continues along the border 
path via Vrle Struga, Orlov Kamen and Golas and 500 meters northwest of 
border marker 345, enters the border zone. 


D. On the federal border with Hungary: the line runs from border marker 
D381 out onto the fill by border marker D382 (excluding the bridge) and to 
the branch stream St Dunav, over Ostrovac Island, survey marker 85, the 
Budzak guard post and the fill, then comes out onto the road 500 meters 
east of the fill, following the road and 1,000 meters southeast of border 
marker D410 it crosses Mackalucki Dunavac and then follows that stream's 
eastern shore to a point 1,000 meters south of border marker D417, from 
where it turns east, crosses the Danube River and at border marker D427, 
enters the border zone. 


E. On the federal border with Austria: 


1) from border marker III/176, the line runs along the newly escabdlished 
channel of Kucnica stream to its mouth in the Mura River, then along the Mura 
to the border zone; 


2) from the border marker ViI/1 (at Murski Dvor), the line goes over survey 
marker 355 west 350 meters to the unnamed stream and then along the strean, 
entering the border zone at border marker VII/27; 


3) from border marker VII/57 (Bolt Wood), the line goes along the road 
to border marker VIII/2, where it enters the border zone; 


4) from survey marker 382 (north of Sentilj), the line goes west at a 
depth of 400 meters to border marker “III/93, where it enters the border 
zone; 


5) from border marker X/1, it goes straight to the southwest, to border 
merker X/47, where it enters the border zone; 


6) from border marker X/92 (Pavlic), at a depth of 200 +> 400 meters, the 
line goes to border marker X/320 (Srsen), where it enters the border zone; 
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7) from border marker XI/20 (north of Sveti Duh (Holy Spirit), the line goes 
at a depth of 250 meters to border marker XI/45, where it enters the border 
zone; 


8) from border marker IX/59 (Holand), the line goes at a depth of 250 meters 
to border marker XI/73, where it enters the border zone; 


9) from border marker XI/287 (Zg. Pavlic), the line goes at a depth of 
400 meters to border marker XI/297, where it enters the border zone; 


10) from border marker XIII/147 (Osojnik), the line goes at a depth of 
250 to 300 meters to border marker XIV/254 (Kozji Vrh), where it enters the 
border zone; 


11) from border marker XV/39 (Kosenjak), the line goes at a depth of 400 
meters southwest toward the settlement of Ravnjak (excluding the settlement), 
crosses survey marker 978 and at border marker XVI/116, enters the border zone; 


12) from border marker XVII/145, the line goes west over the Strojna ridge 
(400 meters north), over survey marker 1043 along the road to border marker 
XVII/236, where it enters the border zone; 


13) from border marker XVIII/110, the line goes south, crossing the road 
northeast of survey marker 529, then southeast 250 meters west of survey 
market 580 and then along the road to the settlement Vogl (excluding the 
settlement), via survey markers 706 and 747 (excluding the houses of the 
settlement Jelen), then south to the settlement Potocnik (excluding the 
houses of the settlement), along the horsepath 250 meters from border marker 
XIX/256, via survey markers 1731 (Peca) and 1175, then west along the road 
at a depth of 250 meters from survey marker 1172 (the border marker) and 
the spring of Repov stream (excluding the settlement Koprivna and survey 
marker 1218, St Ana), then along Repov stream to a point 400 meters from 
border marker XXI/169, including the Olseva ridge, over survey marker 1308 
(Zeleznik), survey marker 1241, excluding the houses of the village Podolseva 
and the settlements Kolar, Covnik, Perko, and Matko, then along the road 
including survey marker 1590 and survey marker 1636, via marker 1392, the 
Rinke ridge and Ravenska Kocna (excluding the road), and then northwest 

to border marker XXIII/65, where it enters the border zone. 


14) from the curve at Jezerski Vrh (excluding the houses), the 1ine goes along 
the road and at border marker XXIII/133, enters the border zone; 


15) from border marker XXIII/155, the line goes via survey marker 1411 
(Zingerc) along the border path north of the settlement of Murn, then via 

the southwestern slopes cf Virnikov Grintavec, and at border marker XXIII/189, 
it enters the border zone; 


16) from survey marker 1634 (Pecovnik), the line goes 750 meters so:thwest 
from survey marker 1801 via the stream Kosutnik, then by the border path 
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via Krnica, Cisovec, Pungrat Mountain, survey marker 1595, Kofca, survey 
marker 1745 including survey marker 971, and then along the horsepath in 

the direction of Ljubelj Vrh, then west 300 meters south of survey marker 
1415 including Ljubeljscica, via survey marker 1704, excluding Zeleznica, 
200 meters north of survey marker 1797, along the path north of Sredna Pec, 
then along the path to Stol and north from Valvazorjev Dom, via the spring 
at Urbas to the spring at Veliki Javornik, then to the path north ov Mavra. 
It continues via survey marker 1432, then north fre. Savsko Molzisce, over 
survey marker 1466, Jeseniska Mountain, Hrusenska Mountain including Crnciji 
Vrh, via survey marker 1150, marker 1460 (Bela Pec), marker 1065 and 1007 
(the Belka bridge), Tecerce, marker 1280, survey marker 1478 (Lepi Vrh), 
marker 1424 (Debela Pec), survey marker 1489, Struga, sovth of Dolce 
(excluding Brlog), then north of the road over Cip and 200 meters east of 
survey marker 1073 (the border marker at the Korensko Sedlo border crossing), 
and then entering the border zone. 


F. On the federal border with Italy: 


1) from border marker 2/37 (Ratece), the line goes along the path east of 
border marker 2/93 (Mecesnovec) and continues to the south to the road, then 
along the road toward the spring at Nadize, past the Nadize spring including 
Vevnica (survey marker 2359) and Mali and Veliki Mangart, coming out at 
border marker 5/6; 


2) from border marker 5/19, the lines goes southwest at a depth of 200 
meters from survey marker 2133, via Dreno, 500 meters south of survey 
marker 1617 (Predelska Glava), and then enters the border zone; 


3) from border marker 8/17, the line goes via survey marker 865 200 meters 
north of survey marker 812 (Rokavec), marker 2018 (Vrh Ribeznov), and 
marker 2051 (Vratni Vrh) to border marker 13 (Lopa), where it enters the 
border zone; 


4) from survey marker 2317 (Laska Planja), 200 meters east of border 
marker 16/20 (Mata Baba), the lines goes via survey marker 1407, along the 
path south of sur\ey marker 1720 (Skutnik), then on along the path and the 
unnamed stream and 200 meters north of the Zaslap crossing, enters the 
border zone; 


5) from the border crossing at Azslap, the lines goes 300 meters to the 

west via Drnohel, survey marker 1630 (Veliki Muzec), then along the edge 

and the streaw Plaze, 300 meters from border marker 22, then continues south 
along che path to the joining of the streams Globotnik and Plaze, where it 
enters the border zone; 


6) from a point 500 meters southwest of border marker 81 (Kozina and Kozina 
crossing), the lines turns southwest at a depth of 500 meters, crosses 

the streams Botac and Glinscica, then goes via Cesarjevec, survey marker 
447 and a northwest direction to the village Socerb, where it enters the 
border zone; 
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7) at highway border crossings, the border zone is expanded to 400 meters 
in depth and 250 meters to the right and left sides of the public highway 
that crosses through the border crossing. 


In exception to the above, at the highway border crossing at Derdap the 
border zone is expanded to 825 meters in depth, from the border on the 
Danube to the Kladovo-Tekija Highway (the main Danube route), and it 
extends 1,500 meters upstream and downstream from the hydroelectric plant 
or the navigable channel kilometer 944.500 (Kosovica River) upstream and 
navigable kilometer 941.500 downstream, and at the border crossings at 
Gradina and Horgos, it is expanded to 800 meters in depth, at the Ljubelj 
border crossing to 1,100 meters in depth, and at the Uceja border croesing, 
to 2,100 meters in depth.

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ANOMALIES IN HOUSING CONSTRUCTION EXPLORED

{Text} Almost our entire housing construction industry 
has gotten itself into a complicated social labyrinth. 
We have a shortage of housing, but we are the country in 
Europe with the largest construction of those dwelling 
units which are least necessary; we have specialists, 
but then again we don't; we have the declared policy in- 
tention to build as much as possible "for our dinar,” 
but almost the entire housing construction system is ad- 
justed in the opposite direction.... This is the con- 
text of our housing situation as set forth at a recent 
rachering of scientists and specialists concerning the 
yw lity of housing. 


According to statistics of the United Nations (1976) recently presented at 
a meeting of scientists and specialists in Belgrade, only the Bulgarians 
and Czechs among 18 European countries have a less favorable housing pat- 
tern than Yugoslavia. 


According to that same source, our dwelling units are also rather poorly 
equipped by comparison with that same European group. 


Again by international stancerds, by which the critical threshold is 12-14 
equare meters per member of the household and the normal ratio above 14, 
more than one out of every two Yugoslavs live in housing below the critical 
threshold. 


In view of these facts (and those which follow) we are not surprised by the 
expression "housing crisis"--the phrase most used in referring to the gen- 
eral context of our housing situation as "set forth" last week in the Ser- 
bian National Library in Belgrade, where a gathering of scientists and spe- 
cialists was held on the topic "The Quality of Housing and Human Needs." 
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This context, like any good frame, does not change the picture itself, 
though the picture may be looked at in different ways. The social frame- 
work was dominant at the meeting, since the historical frame had previously 
been emphasized: through all the housing statistics, cross sections and 
averages two really irresistible facts break through and dominate--our al- 
most cruel prewar and postwar legacy and our very rapid urbanization, which 
was the result of an equally rapid industrialization (the latter required a 
great deal of new maiyower, and many people came to the city). 


With all this in mind, though, no one held back from showing how in spite 
of the housing shortage--or precisely because of it--we fall short of a 
wiser housing policy today because we also do not have fairness in housing. 


Wonders cease as soon as they begin to recur. The first report that our 
workers were building more “private” dwellings than our office workers, su- 
pervisory personnel, and so on--might have caused some surprise. But since 
they are being repeated every day, they are gradually losing their social 
edge in the public consciousness. Our commitment to “encourage” the con- 
struction of privately owned dwellings in every way is also being repeated 
every day in that consciousness--but in practice the system is nevertheless 
adjusted in almost exactly the opposite direction. When someone decides to 
build himself a house, he must sometimes set aside even as much as one- 
third of his working life for that undertaking. How does that come about?

Note: Unfortunately, an altogether accurate comparative analysis cannot be 
drawn from this table, since, as is evident, many of the figures are 
lacking. We publish the table nevertheless so that the reader can 
have some sort of orientation. Data werz lacking in the sources 
where there are blank places in the tabie. 


He must spend a year or two looking for a site, since we do not have an or- 
ganized market for municipal land, nor is there a service which would fur- 
nish information about this. 


And there are so few sites prepared for construction that they bring truly 
fabulous prices (land costs between one-third and one-half of the cost of 
the building erected on it!). 


Urban plans are so rudimentary that nearly every application, especially in 
the larger cities, meets with the response: it has not been set aside for 
construction. And after the site has nevertheless been found, it takes an- 
other year or two for the building permit to be issued. 


The sheaf of documents which has to be collected is already legendary. But 
that is not the whole trouble. For example, the land must first be offered 
for sale to the opstina; this is a formality, but it takes the commission 
which examines this offer 3 or 4 months to hold a meeting. 


Let us skip over the next s¢veral similar links in this bureaucratic chain 
and recall only the troubles with cement and construction. Incidentally, 
our tax on building materials is in the same proportion as if this were a 
luxury item like perfume or whiskey. 


The usual thing, at least with us, when a sociologist raises issues, an 
economist will "pounce" upon him. This is not the case here. Dr Branko 
Horvat, known for years for his temperamental and keen analyses of housing 
policy among other things, when he summarizes everything he has set forth 
in figures ends up with a sociological or even psychological diagnosis: an 
attitude of resignation toward any situation which is at least slightly 
better than the situation which is intolerable--that i« the prevailing at- 
titude during the housing crisis; and it is all the greeter because indi- 
vidual ambitions ("wild scramble") are more nimble and resourceful than 
proclaimed public aspirations. 


Nevertheless, a minisketch of the economic history of housing construction: 
when the country reached a higher level of development in tha early six- 
ties, we significantly increased our investments in housing; at that time 
Yugoslavia was the leader in Europe with respect to the proportion of its 
housing investmen<s in total investments and also in the proportion of 
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housing investments in the national income. But in the absence of long- 
range planning and coordination among design "firms," investors and con- 
tractors, combined with the problematical land policy, an unproductive and 
fragmented construction industry, the monopolistic position of "certain" 
construction enterprises, unsound credit financing, and so on--the princi- 
pal results which there was every rsason to expect did not come about (in 
fact housing construction in Serbia in the seventies did not merely stay at 
the same level, but in fact dropped off). 


In that situation isn't it logical that the so-called productivist logic 
long prevailed and is still present: the main thing is quantity, mere 
shelter, and not quality, a place to live in. But here the profit game is 
taken as an alibi even for what is unprofitable. 


Dr Miodrag Janic, referring to facts proven by research, nicely demonstrated 
that so-called high-rise construction-~tall housing machines, thought to be 
much cheaper, is actually more expensive. A saving of about 27 percent is 
achieved, say, by reducing the width of the lot from 10 to 7 meters, and 
adoption of the terraced type of construction and reduction of the width to 
5 meters brings a saving of another 34 percent. However, the savings are 
only 4 percent when buildings are built five stories high or higher (18-16 
and more). If those are savings at all in view of the monotony embodied in 
these collective international-style cages (someone wittily asked at the 
meeting: "Why is it that a majority of the top-notch contemporary archi- 
tects all over the world are living in old remodeled houses rather than 
houses of their own time which they themselves have designed?"). 


Occasionally it really seems true that the more we have, the less we know 
how to do. This does not apply solely to the mortals principally responsi- 
ble for the development of housing, but also to the learned urban planners, 
economists and party members. The astute criticism which Docent Branko 
Radovic, graduate architectural engineer, addressed to hi« own colleagues 
can be boiled down to the epigram: we have experts, but we don't have ex- 
pertise. 


Perhaps putting it that wey may i:esemble what is called “journalistic dra- 
matics." However, our housing construction consists almost entirely of the 
most dramatic paradoxes. They were described most fully and soundly by the 
sociologist Sreten Vujovic. We will sketch out only a few of the most in- 
portant ones. 


A emaller housing unit may be, and frequently is, better and larger than a 
large one, provided it is astutely laid out. The point is that a good 
apartment does not depend so much on <ts floor space as on its “room fac- 
tor": the number of rooms is more important than its volume. 


The average Yugoslav household is the largest in Europe with the exception 
of Spain. However, in Europe again we have the highest proportion of two- 
room dwellings, which are the least well-suited to our situation (we are 
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also at the bottom with respect to the room factor, with only the Czechs 
and the Poles below us). 


A Pronounced Policy Issue 
So, what now? 


We could reiterate a hundred times that after all that aoney and effort in- 
vested in housing construction we have not spared ourselves either fairly 
acute social differences, nor more hazardous spatial contrasts. “Tell me 
what part of the city you live in, and I will tell you who you are"--which 
is what the academics call “spatial segregation.” Respect must be paid to 
our century-old backwardness and European standards of backwardness and 
standards no one is about to deny and which everyone knows cannot be “over- 
come” overnight . 


It is a question of how we handle what we have. Housing has been pro- 
claimed a priority problem for many Yugoslave--but is it treated as such in 
everyday public practice? The housing issue is a pronounced issue of pol- 
icy, it is even a question of commitment; we know from practical politics 
that major problems of this kind are solved by being thorough, which means 
slowly; as it is usually put: “the problem has been noted"-—but have we 
been resolute enough and indeed radical enough in confronting it?
